4. (i) The following major charges have been approved by the 
Local Government : — 

The Chief Conservator’s charge, the circles, the divi8ion.s classified 
as major in the list of divisions which is given os an annexure 
to the yearly Classified List of Forest Officers. 

(ii) The following are the minor charges : — 

The divisions shown as minor in the abovementioned list of 
divisions, the duties of attached assistant in any division, the 
charge of a local training class if held by a Gazetted Officer. 

5. The forest charges not under the control of the Forest depart- 
ment are : — 

(a) Those parts of the Gaihwal, Naini Tal and Almora district 
protected forests which have not been reserved and transferred 
to the Kumaun circle. These comprise the so-called ” open 
forests,” which are administered by the District Officers 
(subject to the control of the Commissioner of Kumaun diw- 
sion). The District Officers have the powers of a Conservator 
and have been appointed Forest Officers vuthin the meaning 
of section 2 of the Forest Act. 

(h) The Tarai and Bhabar Government Estates protected forests. 
The'ie forests form a Forest division in charge of a Forest 
Officer of one of the classes laid down in art. 6, F, D. 0., 
known as the Special Forest Officer. BGs immediate superior ’ 
is the Deputy Commissioner of JTaini Tal, who has been given 
the powers of a Conservator subject to the control of the 
Commissioner, Kumaun division. 

The Conservator, Western circle, is adviser on all forest matters 
in the estates ind may exercise the direction of all purely technical and ' 
professional work. He shall make a tour of inspection annually and

For the examinations of 1924 and 1925, if such take place, 
candidates must be between the ages of 18 and 25 on the 1st April of the 
year in which the course begins.

9. No candidates shall be allowed to sit more than twice for the 
examination. 

10. Each selected candidate will undergo practical training in the 
forests for one and a half months in the hills and for three and a half 
months in the plains. This course will usually last from the middle of 
October to the middle of March. During the period spent in his division, 
t;;e Divisional Forest Ollicor will supervise the candidate's work, and 
on its conclusion will reiwrt to the Conservaflor on liis aptitude for 
forest duties. In the event of the report being unsatisfactory, the candi- 
date will be liable to be rejected. 

11. During his five months’ pwiclical training in the forests oaoli 
candidale will receive travelling allowance at Ihc rate of Tvs. .50 per 
mensem to defray his travelling pxpense.s. 

12. Provided Iho candidate gives satisfaction in his piactical tram- 
ing, he will bo ordered to join the Institute on the Ist April tollowing ai 
a " 'lovernraent probationary ” student. 

33. Wliilo undergoing the course of training at the Institute the 
s-tudeut wall receive his tuition free, but financial assistance from Gov- 
ernment depends entirely on wliethci*thc necessary funds are voted by 
the Legislative Council.

20. The following are the rules approved by Government for the 
Training classes of the United Pro-vincos : — 

1. A vernacular Training class will as a rule be held each year in 
each of the three territorial circles for the instruction of subordinates 
below the rank of ranger, who have undergone no course of professional 
instruction and are likely to derive material benefit therefrom. 

2. The selection of subordinates for instruction will be made befoie 
the 15th August each year by the Conservator concerned upon nomina- 
tions submitted by Divisional Forest Officers. Each Conservator may 
also accept nominations made by any other Conservator, including the 
Conservator of the Working Plan and Hosearch circle, and ordinarily one 
or more places in the Kumaun circle class shall be reserved for subordi- 
nates from the Chakrata dmsion of the Western circle. 

3. The total number of students who can be admitted to each 
class each year will be limited to such number as the Conservator of 
Forests concerned may decide from time to time as suitable. The general 
educational standard required of the students will be decided by the 
Conservator concerned for each class annually according to the duties 
which the candidates may be expected ultimately to be called upon to 
perform. The object should be to avoid the formation of classes in which 
the students differ widely from each other in capacity to profit by the 
course. Candidates who have no recognized educational qualifications 
shall always be tested by the officer who proposes to nominate them as 
regards their ability to profit by instniction of the nature proposed. 

4. If there is accommodation available candidates nominated from 
Indian States or by owners of private forests may be admitted, provided 
that the nominator certifies that the candidate on obtaining the certi- 
ficate ol 'ihe class will obtain suitable employment in the lorests whidi 
the nominator controls. Sudi students will pay a fee of Es. 15 per 
mensem during the session of the class. 

6. Applications from Indian States or owners of private forests 
must reach the Conservator concerned at Naini Tal by “ihe 1st August 
of the year in which admission is desired. 

6. Each class shall bo under the direct* supervision of the Conser- 
vator of the circle and under the immediate charge of a selected officer 
of the United Provinces Forest Service or of a selected ranger who shall 
be attached for the purpose to the Direction dmsion of the circle. Dur- 
ing the session of each class an officer of the United Provinces Forest 
Service in charge thereof will draw a local allowance of 20 per cent, of 
his salary up to a limit of Es. 75 a month, provided that his total emolu- 
ments do not exceed Es. 9,000 a year, and a ranger in charge thereof will 
draw a local allowance of 20 per cent, of his salary up to’ a limit of Es. 35 
per mensem and subject to a minimum of Es. 25 per mensem. 

7. When the number of students is large enough to warrant the 
appointment, the Conservator concerned wifi select a ranger, deputy 
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ranger or forester as assistant to the officer in charge, who diall draw 
a fixed local allow'ance of Bs. 25 a month in case of a ranger, Bs.' 16 in 
case of a deputy ranger and Bs. 10 in case of a forester. 

8. Each class sliall be formed from such date as the Oonseivator 
concerned may decide, and its duration shall be not less than se\cn 
moxiths. The headquarters of each class will be fixed by the Conser- 
vator concerned, but each class will tour through the most important 
forests of the circle and be shown works in actual x>rogress and receive 
their instruction from those works. Tours will bo subject to the appro- 
val of the Conservator concerned. 

9. The general basis of training will be practical work in the 
forests supplemented by lectures explanatory of the principles involved. 
The principal subjects in which instruction will bo given are : — 

(1) Forestry — (a) Silviculture, (b) Utilization. 

(2) Forest Engineering. 

(3) Forest Surve 3 dng. 

In addition elementary range accounts and forest law will be taught. 

The details of the s 3 ’llabu 8 of instruction will, howrever, be settled 
by the Conservator concerned for eacli class annually according to the 
educational standard decided on for that class under rule 3. 

10. An mtermediate examination will be held by the officer in 
charge of the class after about half the course has been completed. The 
final examination will be held at the end of the coiu-se by the Con-sor- 
vator concerned and the officer in charge of the class, asasted by such 
gazetted officers as may bo available. The final examination in silvi- 
culture, enginceiing and survey will be laigely practical, and the students 
will be given sample areas of forest to mark. In these subjects half the 
marks of the final examination will be awarded for the practical work 
done and half for the written examination. Marks will also be awarded 
by the officer in charge for habits of observation, general intelligence and 
satisfactory work during the whole course. Of the aggregate total marks 
in each subject 25 per cent, shall be assigned in the intermediate exami- 
nation, 25 per cent, by the officer in charge for general conduct and 
efficiency, and 50 per cent, by the Conservator at the final examination. 
The passed students will not be placed in an order ol nici it according to 
marks, but will be placed in tlirec classes as follows : — 

Class I — 80 per cent, or over. 

Class H — 65 per cent, up to 79 per cent. 

Class in — 50 per cent, up to 64 per cent. 

In the subjects in which there is no practical examination part-^of 
the final examiiiation will be oral, but mai-ks will not be allotted for the 
oral part, the answer given being use'd as a guide in detennining whethei- 
a student deserves the class to which he has been assigned by the written 
examination, especially in the case of those students who are within a 
few marks of the limits of any class. No candidate shall be considered 
to have passed unless he obtains at least 50 per cent, in the various 
subjects taken as a whole. Failure in Forestry, if combined with failure 
in one or more subjects, will also entail failure lo obtain a certificate. 

11. Each student who passes will leceive a certificate signed by the 
Conservator. A medal will he awarded to the best student of*the j'ear.

He should also ascerinin that the Dhusional 
Officer and other members of (lie controlling staff are conversant wth 
their duties, that discipline is maintained, and that work is properly 
supervised. 

(v) Conservators should submit to the Government and Ihe Chief 
Conservator from time to time, when absent froJn headquarters, a list of 
the principal points in their proposed tour, and approximate dates of 
arrival at each. Wlien nccossai'y, any subsequent change in the pro- 
gramme should also be intimated.

UJ) Ordinarily the Disliict Officer, or Commissioner, will after 
perusal of the correspondence addressed through him. mere- 
ly record his agnaturc under tho word " Borwarded ’’ in 
the flying docket, and without any unnccossarj' delay for- 
ward the correspondence to tho Dmsional Borest Officer, or 
the Conservator, .as tho case may be. He may, however, 
when he deems it necessary, record liis remarks on any 
communication addressed to the Conseivalor by liis depart- 
mental subordinates ; and he may return to the Conserva- 
tor for reconsideration any instructions addressed by the 
latter to the Di^■i8ional Borest Officer, slating the grounds on 
which he requests such reconsideration .

the Conservator and, if unable to do so, lay it before the 
Government for orders, informing the Conservator.

55, The general principle to be observed in regard to the requiring 
of security is that no officer should be entrusted with money who does 
not furnish security. The security to be taken should be equal to the 
maximum amount which the officer ordinarily has in his hands at one 
time, and the sum left in the hands of the subordinate should not, save in 
very special circumstances, be more than the amount of security taken. 

The responsibility for seeing that the security fm’nished is adequate 
rests with the Divisional 3?oreBt Officer, and it is not desirable to weaken 
that responsibility by prescribing that officials on a certain rate of pay 
must give security in a definite amount. Some of the officials may have 
no control over money at all, while to others it may be necessary to 
entrust much larger sums than the rules provide security to cover. 

5 6 . Eules regarding deduction and adjustment of money on account 
of security furnished by forest subordinates, United Provinces : — 

1. The Divisional Porest Officer shall be responsible that the 
monthly security deductions are regularly made and entered in the pres- 
cribed register foim A13, an abstract of which for the current year will 
form part of the tour records.

Chapter II.— Management and working of the Forests. 

6$. It is the policj’ of Government to endeavour to preserve all 
wosded areas in the United Provinces and to attempt the rchoiscnxent of 
areas which have been denuded of trees. 

G G 0 no The procedure to be observed in the constitution of reserved 

16P-216-1. dated forests is laid down in Chapter H of the Indian Forest Act (Act of 

the 31st August, 1878), and explained at length in Baden-Powell’s Forest Law, Part III. 
^®G.‘ 0. no. 285/ is the duty of the Forest Settlement Officer to make himself tlioroughly 
. xrv— 328, dated acquainted with the law on the subject. The following instructions are 

the 20tii May, intended to elucidate and dmw attention to the leading points which 

concern a Forest Settlement Officer; they art not intended 
to relieve the Forest Settlement Officer of the obligation of studying the 
forest law for himself, and thereby rendering himself familiar with the 
duties of his office : — 

1. After the publication of a notification under section 4. of the Act, 
•and the appointment of a Forest Settlement Officer, the first step 
to bo taken by the Forest Settlement Officer is the publication of a 
proclamation under section 6 specifying the situation and limit of the 
proposed reserve (as indicated by the preliminary demarcation of the area 
Iiy the Forest department, the map or tracing prepared by the same 
agency to illustrate this demarcation to bo later on made over to the 
Forest Settlement Officer when he receives his instruction, and the pub- 
lished notification under section 4 of the Act giving the ‘details of the 
works), explaining the consequences which wDl ensue on the reservation 
of the forest, and reqtiiring all persons claiming any right in or over such 
forest to specify within ilie prescribed period, either in writing or 'ver- 
bally, the nature of such right and the amoimt and particulars of the 
compensation (if any) claimed in respect thereof. A period of at least 
three months from the d,ate of Ih? publication of the proclamation must 
be allowed for tlio presentation of claims, and the proclamation must bo 
published in the language of the country and be posted in every town 
aaid village in the vicinity of the proposed reserve. Copies of the pro- 
clamation should also be sent for distribution to the palwaris and head- 
men of circles and villages in the neighbourhood. The Forest Settlement 
()ffiper should, moreover, not merely publish and distribute the proclama- 
tion as above, but explain its meaning at every convenient opportunity to 
the subordinate revenue officials, headmen of villages and even to the 
villagers and otliers nearly concerned. The action taken by the Forest 
Settlement Officer in the matter of publishing and explaining the 
proclamation should he recorded in his proceedings. 

2. As soon as praclioiblc after the issue of the proclamation 
prescribed in section 6, the Forest Settlement Officer should visit tl)e 
proposed reserve. He should inspect as much as possible of it and afford 
the people likely to bo affected by the proposed reservation full opportunity 
of putting forward their claims on the spot, with which object he should 
remain for some time in or near the proposed reseiwe. 
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[Art. 6S. 

3. The Eorest SeUlemeul Officer is bound by law to take down in 
writing all statements of claims made under section 6 of tlic Act and to 
inquire into the same; and even in the case of practices not actually 
brought to his notice under section 6 it is his duty to ascertain all that 
may be ascertainable on the subject from the records ol tlie Government 
and the evidence of jjarsons likely to be acquamted with the same ; and 
to deal w’ith such practices as it the claims thereto had been formally 
jjerfen'cd under section 6. The inquiry should consequently not be con- 
fined to merely recording oAidence produced by claimants or by the 
Forest Officer. The Forest Settlement Officer should himself call for and 
examine any persons Avhom he may tliink likely to have knowledge of 
the facts. Under section 8, the Forest Sctllemcnl Officer has jjower 
to summon Avitnesses and to reqnhre the production of documents, etc. 
It is his duty to ascorlain the facts and he is bound to inquire, not only 
into claims j)ut forward by the people, but alse into the cxistenco of aii> 
right of practice, though no formal claim may Im^e been presented under 
section 6 of the Act. 3n short, it is the business of the Forest Settle- 
ment Officer to ascertain, by full and careful inquhy, the actual state of 
tilings, the manner in which the reservation, if carried out, will affect 
the people in the neighbourhood, the rights to which they are already 
legally entitled, and the concessions which it is desirable for the Govern- 
ment to extend to them in the future. It must be here, however, clearly 
understood that, as Forest Settlement Officer framing a record of legally 
established rights, he has no power to confer, by entry in the record, any 
rights which have not been saiisfaclorily established as existent, merely 
because ho thinks it expedient to grant tliem. But, on the other hand, 
ho is bound to express fully, in reporting liis operations to the Govern- 
ment, his opinion and advice as to any practices which, though not satis- 
factorily proved to be existing rights, he may thinJi it advisable to 
sanction as of right or as merely terminable concessions in the interests of 
the ijeople. The record of the Forest Settlement Officer must thus deal 
Aviiih legally ’established rights only : he must leave it to the Government 
to decide later on what additional burdens, in the shape of non-establish- 
ed rights or mere terminable concessions, it is desirable to impose on the 
forest in 'the interests of the people. 

4. Wlien claimants appear in person and make verbal statements of 
Iheii' claims the Forest Settlement Officer shall record the substance of 
the statements. Written statements must be stamped in accordance 
Avith the Court Fees Act, 1870. 

5. Copies of evidence, of documents filed and of the decisions re- 
corded by the Forest Settlement Officer may be granted to claimants 
under the rules regulating the gram of copies in Collectors’ and Deputy 
Commissioners’ offices. Such copies must be stamped under the Court 
Fees Act, 1870. 

6. Claims on behalf of a family may be presented by any member 
of that family ; on behalf of a tribe of community by any mernber of the 
tribe or commimity ; on behalf of joint claimanls or pattidars by any one 
of the joint claimants or pattidars; and on behalf of a village &y the 
headman of the village. Otherwise all claimants must arrar^e to 
represent' themselves. 
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Art. 65.] 

7. The li'orest Seitlement Officer at any time, join any nnm- 
ber ol' claitns, provided they all x'claie to the same proposed reserve, in 
order lo hold a common inquiry; or he may sever any claims joint or 
jointly made in order to hold separate inquiries at his discretion. It shall 
not be necessary to tahe a second time evidence already recorded in an 
inquiry relating to anoiher claim. But if, in deciding upon the claim of 
any peison, the Forest Settlement Officer shall admit previously recorded 
evidence or shall recite a previous decision in disposing of a case, the 
pcr->on whose claim is thus treated shall ho entitled to obtain a copy of 
such previous evidence, docuinonls or decision, as if ii had been recorded 
during the inquiry into his own claim. 

8. Claimants may employ a legal practitioner or other person to 
appear on their behalf. In such cases the Forest Settlement Officer will 
require the pi-oduction of the u.'sual stamped au'lhority. 

9 Tiic Forest Sctllement Officer shall examine claimants and wit- 
nesses upon oath or solemn affirmation. Frocess fees according to the 
scale laid down for courts of Assistant Collectors of the 3 si class shall be 
required from claimants (but not from the Forest Officer attending the 
inquiry) if application is made to compel the attendance of witnesses or 
the production of documents. 

10. The Foie&l Officer attending the iuquirj' shall have iioweis 
similar to those of a defendant in a civil suit. lie ma5' cross-examine 
witnesses, may produce e^^dence to rebut claims, and may comment on 
any document pioduced. lie may jiernsc and take copies of any docu- 
ments or evidence, and no couil fees shall be required of him. If he 
deshos to prefer an appeal against any decision, the Forest Settlement 
Officer shall gi\c him a duly certified copy of such decision and will meet 
the cost (rom the contingonelos of the Forest Settlement grant. 

Jl. The Forest Settlement Officer shall give reasonable notice lo 
I ho Divisional Forest Officer of the dates fixed bj' him for inquiring into 
claims. If tlio Divisional Forest Officer is liimself unable to attend on 
tlicse occasions or lo depute a suitable representative (not below the rank 
of an Extra Assistant Conservator of Foicsts) in his place he may for- 
ward to the Forest Sottlemout Officer any statement he may wish to 
make in writing with any documents he may wish to pul in. IIo may 
in such cases, if he so desires, depute a subordinate (not below the rank 
of a ranger) to exiilain, if necessary, the statement submitted by him. 
The Forest Settlement Officer shall, as far as may be convenient, meet 
the wishes of the Forest department by adjourning iuqiurios lo give lime 
lo consult the Conservator, District Officer, or Commissioner. 

12. The views of the District Officer or Conmussioner in cases 
regarding land (the claims to wliicli arc being investigated under section 
10 of the Act), or of the Consetv'alor on any question which may arise, 
should be placed before the Forest Settlement Officer by the Forest 
Officer in the form of a written note. Such written note sliall be rend 
aloud and shall form part of the record and shall bo explained to the 
claimants in their venracular language if they do not understand Engli.sh. 

Tire Forest Settlement Officer shall keep a diary of his pr’oceod- 
mgsjTrom day to day, which should he clearly written' iij) and .should lie 
rDilinlled by himself twery evening.

practices which, although not claimable as of right, and consequently not 
entered in the abstract as admitted rights, are in the opinion of the 
Forest Settlement Officer advisable in the interests of the welfare of the 
people (such concessions should he indicated by the letter 0 in the 
abstraci) ; (3) the boundary map or tracing of the proposed leseive suppli- 
ed to the Forest Settlement Officer under rule 2, showing in a clear and 
tmmislakable manner the houndai’ies of tho reserve as ultima lely adopted 
by Kim and specified in bis final draft notification under section 39 of the 
Ac’i. 

(c) When a claim comes partly under section 10 and partly under 
section 11 of the Act, the Forest Settlement Officer will separate those 
parts of it which fall under section 10 from those which fall under seel ion 
11, and will enter them in his register as distinct claims. 

(cl) In cases in which appeals are preferred against his decisions the 
Forest Settlement Officer will obtain copies of the appellate decisions, 
which should form part of the settlement record. A brief abstract of each 
appellate judgment should also be prepared and entered in the appropriate 
column of register B, reference being made in the *- remat k ” column to 
the number and date of such judgment. 

15. When the Forest Settlement Officer has admitted a claim, the 

Forest Officer attending the inquiry or, failing such, the Divisional 
Forest Officer will state which among tho courses provided in sections OA, 
30, 14 and 15 of the Act it is desirable 'to follow, and may apply for an 
adjournment to enable him to take advice of superior authority before 
doing so. The Forest Settlement Officer will hear the claimant whose 
claim lias been admitted before deciding what action he vill lake in the 
matter. ' 

16. The grant, under sections 9A, 10, 14 and 15 of the Act, By the 
Forest Settlement Officer, of unreserved land or of rights over such land 
in exchange for land or in commutation of rights admitted iji a rc-sewed 
forest, requires the Commissioner’s approval. The grant of reserved 
forest or of rights over it requires the sanction of the Tiocal Governraen',- 
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Art. 66.3 

17. When the Setllement Officer acts under section^ 16 and com- 
mutes a right of pasture or to forest produce by a grant of money or land 
sncli commutation shall ordinarily be calculated ns follows ; — 

(fl) If in money, at 20 years’ purchase of the annual value of the 
right, as ascertained by the Forest Settlement Officer. 

(i)) If paid for in land, the assessment of the land should bo equal 
to the annual value of the commuted right as estimated by 
the Foi’est Settlement Officer.

70. The natural grazing grounds under the control of the l^orest 
department shall not be exchanged for other lands until the effect of the 
exchange on the grazing interest has been carefully considered; the Dis- 
trict Officer should in all cases be consulted before such an exchange is 
proposed.

4. Any alterations in existing plans involving points of tedmical 
importance itroposcd by territorial Consomlors to bo settled in consulta- 
tion with Conservator, Worldng Plans, before being sent up for Oliief 
Conservator of Forests’ sanction, pomts of merely administrative im- 
portance such as alteration of the felling coupes from one year to another 
to be dealt with by the territorial Conservator direct. 

6. Control forms to ho submitted by Divisional Forest Officers on 
r the proper dale. Conservator will dieck these and forward them to the 
Conservator, Working Plans, who will note on the file for Iho information 
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Arts. 75 to 76.] 

of the Chief Conservator and will bring any points he considers necessary 
to his notice. The Chief Conservator will then issue any orders he may 
consider necessary.

The skeleton tracing being placed over the map of ihe forest, on 
which the configuration of the ground, compartment lines, paths, etc., 
are shown, at would he comparatively easy for a Forest Officer who had 
visited the scene of the fire to fix its locality, with fair accuracy, on the 
tracing. It would he an advantage to have a new tracing for each forest 
or ground of forests liable to fire for use of each term of five j'ears in all 
divisions of the circle, the system being adopted with effect from the 
same year, so that the same signs may be used everywhere for indicating 
areas fired in any one year. The tracings would be filed at the end of the 
term, and in every case in which a fire has occurred during the year the 
Divisional Officer would send his tracings to the Conservator at the close 
of the fire season so that he could enter the results of fire-protection on 
the copies that would be recorded in his own office. Each tracing would 

have prominently recorded on it a heading “ Fire record of the 

forest for the five years 188 to 189 and a reference 'describing 
the signs denoting areas fired in each of the quinqesnnium. 

In every case in which no fire occurs during the year, a note to that 
effect should be recorded on the margin of the “ fire-record ” tracing of 
the forest concerned by the officer in charge, under his initials ; this would 
be useful as a check against the neglect of keeping up the fire record, and 
its omission w^ould be noticed by the Conservator on his inspecting tlie 
office. 

To explain the system of map records of results of fire protection I 
have advocated in the preceding paragraphs more fully, I append the 
following remarks : — 

Let a skeleton tracing be made from the map showing the forest on 
the largest scale available. The tracing might be divided into squares of 
J inch to the side ; if the map happens to be on the scale of 2 inches =1 
mile, each square will represent l/16th of a square mile, or 40 acres; if 
1 indi = 1 mfie, each i inch square would represent 160 acres. On this 
tracing the Divisional Officer could each year plot (as accurately as his 
observations allow) the area burnt in the maimer above indicated, and, 
even if no fraction of a square was admitted, the record woi’^d ho approx- 
matelv ac^'urate. 
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If similar *' fire-rec»rd ’* tracing was kept in the Conservator’s 
ofTire, and the squares on all tracings were marked along the top of the 
squares a, b, c, d, f, etc., and down the side 1, 2, 3, 4, etc., the position 
of any given square in the body of the tracing could be described by a 
letter and munber thus : " d-4,'’ which would denote the square hi the 
fourth column frqm the left and in the fourth row from the top. 

With the use of the linos and dots above indicoted a glance at the 
fire-record tracing would show that a certain portion of forest had been 
fired in a certain year and had since escaped fire or not, as the case might 
be. Take the specimen given below ; — 

This would indicate that in the year 1887, 6 x 40 = 240 acres had 
been burrit, that in 1888, 4 x 40 =160 acres had also been fired, consist- 
ing of 80 acres of the area fired in 1887 and 80 acres of new forest that 
had not been fired since prior to 1886; while in 1890, 8 x 40 = 320 
acres had been fired, which included —

One very decided advantage of this system would be that, fairing as 
an example the flgm-es given above, the actual area burnt over in the 
forest in the five years 1888 to 1890 u as 400 acres only. As reported now- 
in the annual returns, this would appear as 240 + 160 + 320 = 720 acres 
or nearly twice the aiea actually touched by fire. 

85. The Indian Forest Act and all rales made thereunder to 
regulate vhe management of forests are contained in Appendices IV and V 
to vn.

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87. (i) Tho usual method of disposing of forest produce is sale by 
auction under an agreement to conlraetore who make their own airange- 
monts for removing the produce. Whenever feasible the method of, sale 
is that known as the “ monopoly system,’* by which a contractor pays a 
sum down for tbo monopoly of the exiraction of certain produce and pays 
further sums at f xed rales jier each unit of such produce extracted. 
When conditions do not render the " monopoly system ” advisable a 
lump sum only is paid. 

A development of the monojwly system is the guaranteed Tir).im‘mnTyi 
ouiturn system, which forms the subject of Government resolution no 
322, dated the 9tli August, 1912, prescribing the introduction of the 
system into the Haldwaui, Kamnagar and Lansdowne divisions.

91. The extant rules for the execution of contracts and oilier instru- 
ments connected with the administration of forests and of business of the 
Forest department generally are as under. 

Deeds of uncertain value. 

1. When the amount of money involved cannot bo definitely staled 
in the deed and the Conservator or the Divisional Officer may therefore bo 
in doubt as to liis power to execute it, he must calculate the sum that 
will probably be involved, and accept that sum as the value of the contract 
lor the purposes of the rule laid down in the preceding paragraph. 

Form and contents of deed. 

2. (a) The Secretary of State in Council should be named aa a 
party to every deed, contract or other instrument. 

(h) The contract should, as a rule, be reduced to writing. (But 
this is not essential in all cases, as a parole contract, provided tliat it can 
be proved, is as enforceable as a written one. It is left to the Conser- 
vator of Forests in each case to determine whether the contract is of 
sufficient importance to require to be reduced to writing, and whether it’ 
can conveniently he so reduced.) 

(c) The mutual definite assent of the -parties io it must be clearly 

recorded. ' ' 

(d) The consideration for it must appear on the face of the agree- 
ment. 

(c) Its terms must be expressed with a reasonable degree of cct; 
tainty, so as not to be open to a double-meaning or a doubtful intemre^ 

' lation. 
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if) It is not necessary that the contract be made terminable on a 
particular date, the deed may be worded so as to make the contract 
continue valid until written notice of a wish to terminate it be given by 
one of the contracting parties to the other. 

(jf) If the deed provides for the payment of a sum as “ commission,” 
the deed should expressly state that it is awardable solely at the discretion 
of the Porest Officer, and a proviso shonld be added that the contractor 
cannot sue for the amount of the commission in a civil court. 

(h) Any property h^othecated as security must be described in the 
manner required by section 21, the Registration Act, 1877, of which the 
following is a copy : — 

" Ko poa-toitamcntar; doonmont lolating to immoTabls pioporty shall bo accepted 
for registration nnless it contains a description of snob property snificient to idoniify tiio 
same. 

" Houses in towns sliall bo described ns situato on the north or other side of tbo 
street or road (mentioning it) to which they front, and bj tboir otisting and former 
oconpancics and by tboir numbers, if tlio bouses in such street or road arc uumbored. 
Other bouses and lands shall bo described by tlioir namo, if any, and ns l.riug iti the 
territorial division iii wlnVli they aro situate, and by their siiporficial contents, the rend 
niid other properties on wliicb they abut, iind their existing occupancies, and also, when 
over it is piacticsbio, by rcferenco to a Government map or snrvey. 

" No testnmontary document rontainiiig a map or plan of ony property comprised 
therein sliall be accepted for registration unless it be accompanied by o trim copy of the 
map or plan, or in case such properly is oitnato in sovoral districts, by enrli number of 
trar copies of tlio map or plan as ore cqnal to the number of such distiicts." 

(t) The aignature or raork of the contracting parties mu'-t be clearly 
recorded at tlic foot of Iho agreement and be duly witnessed. 

The officer who is empowered to execute the deed musl sign the deed 
on behalf of tlio Secrelary of Slate. The contracting parlies uopd not 
affix their signatures on the same day. 

When a printed form is used for deeds manuscript entries in space 
left blank for t-uch entries need not be signed, but all iulotlinear and 
marginal addenda, eniBures and oorrections must be signed or initialled. 
In the case of agroemcnls for Ihe sale of forest produce such addenda 
and corrigenda need not he signed by the h''orest Officer who executes 
the deed unless the Secroiary of Slate is affected by such addenda and 
corrigenda.

PenaUies. 

3. (o) Whenever possible, a specific penally, should bo attadied 
to the breach of each clause of the agreomenl. 

ih) Allernaidve penalties should ordinarily be avoided. If they are 
introduced no suit can be brought to enforce the second penalty if the first 
has been partially’ or wliolly enforced. 

(c) Vague penalties must never be inserted. 

id) Tlie penalty specified should bo ordinarily a definite sum in 
nioney, and should be amply sufficient to compensate for the actual loss 
Jikoly to bo caused by the breach of the contract to which it is attachocl. 
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Security to be taken. 

4. Without the express consent of the Conservator of Forests no 
contract shall be granted which is not strengthened by a security bond. 

No security on an unfulfilled contract is to bo refunded without the 
special sanction of the Conservator of Forests. 

Nature and amount of security. 

5. The security must be of the following kinds : — 

(a) Government promissory notes endorsed to the Conservator of 

Forests. 

(b) Land or buildings, the value being estimated at 50 per cent, of 

their market value at the time. 

(c) Personal securit 3 '^ of two persons whose means are Icnown to be 

sufficient to meet the sum in which they bind themselves, 

(d) The property hypothecated must be situated within the United 

Provinces and must be free from encumbrances, mortgages 
or flaws of title. It must not be the property of Hindu 
widows or of any females or of minors or of incapacitated 
persons. It must not consist of shares in. coparcenary 
estates, where the extent of 'the rights and interests hypothe- 
cated may he a matter of doubt, liable for the default of 
others, and troublesome to bring to sale in case of the 
owner’s default. 

(c) However mucli may bo due from the contractor, the sureties 
cannot be sued for a larger amount than that in which they 
bind them.selves. Tlie contractor alone can be sued for the 
excess sum {if any) ; and as it may often bo useless to sue 
him without his sureties, the amount in which the latter 
bind themselves should be sufficient to cover any probable 
loss from the breach of contract, but it should not be 
excessive. 


Esramination of security. 

0. (a) The validity and sufficiency of the security bond must be 

carefully ascertained, and any officer of the Government who accepts a 
security bond without proper inquiry wdll be held responsible for any loss 
which may accrue to the Government in consequence. 

(b) It will be the duty of all Collectors, at the request of any Gov- 
ernment officer, to obtain all the information they can as to the solvency 
of any person who is offered as surety, or as to the value of any property 
hypothecated as security. 

(c) If the property proposed to bo hypothecated lies in a district 
other than that in which the owner resides, the sufficiency of the security 
should always be ascertained through the Collector of the district in which 
it lies. 
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' (d) The following is an extract ‘from Ihe rules for tho goidance of 
Collectors when they are called upon to give an opinion as to the value 
of any property whiA is tendered for hypothecation to the Government in 
security for the performance of any engagement 

“ (i) Collectors aro not now tegttircd to sosteh after possible oncnmbrsnccs on pro* 
perty whiidi is tendered as scenrity to any department of the GoTomment. This can 
always be ascertained ly reference to tbe registration ofQrors, and tbo inquiries on this 
point sbonid be made by tho department to whom the sconiity is tcndoiod. 

(iii) It is the duty of tho Collector in all cases to estimate tho value of the property 
which it is proposed to hypothecate. 

(v) The talisiyer will ascertain the limits of the propertVi the ostensible owner or 
owners, the value of materials and site and the certificate of the value, prepared on tho 
spot by tho subordinate official whom tlio tahsildar may depute to make tho inquiry, is to 
be signed by tho ofTico-holdors of the locality and by at least tun rcspcctablo neighbours. 
It is also (o bo understood that the report is to be aecnrato ond trustworthy. 

(so) Tho tahsildar should certify to fho genuineness and value of all hypothecated 
property whenover called upon." 


Deed io be stamped. 

.. 7. The deed must bear tho proper stamp under the Indian Stamp 
Act, ]899, Schedule I of which gives the proper stamp duty for each land 
of instrument, and tho instruments exempted from stamp duty. In case 
the deed of agreement and the hypothecation bond are combined in one 
document, the instrument is liable to tho higher of the two duties only. 

In cases where there is any doubt about the value of the stamp re- 
quired, reference should be made to the Collector. 

Section 29 of the Stamp Act shows by whom payment for the stamp G. o. no. 695, 
is due. In most cases its value is payable by the lessee or contractor. 

Regismtion. 

8. (o) If the document be one of those mentioned in section 17 of 
the Registration Act, 1877, it must be registered. 

(b) Of the three classes of instrument'i mentioned in notification 
no, 291 of the 27th February, 1881, class (a) o/ contracts or agreements 
for carrying out loork of any description and for the supply of materials, 
do not fall within clause (6) of section 37, and their registration is not 
obligatory; class (b) Security bonds for the fulfilment of contracts or 
agreements or for faithful service fall witliin clause (6) of section 17 if 
the security given consists of lands or rights in lands, and thby must he 
registered ; class (c) leases for farming forest produce, cohiracts and 
agreements for the purchase of timber and forest produce, or for the 
removal thereof need not be regislered. 

(<’) Leases not oxceerling five years, .and for annual rents not exceed- 
ing Rs. 60, aro exempted from tho opoiation of clauses (fl), (b), (c), (d) 
of section 17. 

t 

(f/) Contract and security bonds .should usually bo registered as the 
period of limitation is thereby considerably extended. See art. 116, 

Schedule TI, the Indian Limitation Aoi., 3877., , 

^ In the case of contracts which Forest Officers are likely to make, tlio 
period of limitation'' within which a suit for compensation' for’ breach' of 
contract can be instituted begins to run from the time “ when the eon- 
tract is broken, or (where there arc successive breadies) when the breach 
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in respect of whicli the suit is instSttited occurs, or (where the beach is 
continuing) when it ceases.’* 

The period of limitation for compensation for breach of 'an unregister- 
ed contract will usually be three years. 

The period of limitation for compensation for breach of a contract in 
writing registered, will usually be six years. 

Departure from the terms of a contract. 

9. No departure from the terms of the coniraoi' amounting to a 
waiver of them must be allowed unless they are altered by a fresh agree- 
ment. A contract between the creditor and the principal deblor, by 
which Ihe creditor makes a composition with or promises to give time to 
or not to sue the principal debtor, discharges the surety unless the surety 
agrees to such contract. 

Neto contracts. 

10. If a contract has been made with any person or persons for the 
execution of work or for the supply of materials, no fresh contract can 
be given for the execution of the same work or for the supply of the 
same materials till tho former contract has been definitely ended, cither 
by such a breach of its terms as entitles the Government os promised to 
put an end to the contract without suit, or by the decision of a suit for 
breach of its terms, or by an adjustment of the former contractor’s claims 
and by receipt of his written acknowledgment that they have been satis- 
fied in full ; and a new deed of agreement must be drawn up with the new 
contractor in all cases, as that made wth his predecessor is not by itself 
binding on him. 

The above rules apply to security bonds. 

11. The rules previously laid down with regard to contracts apply 
also to security bonds, and rules (3)(c) and (d), regarding penalties for 
breach of contract, must be strictly observed in respect to the security 
bond also. 

Contracts to persons who have failed to fulfil a previous contract. 

12. No fresh contract must be given to any person who has failed 
to fulfil a contract previously given to him, or who is in debt to the 
Government on account of such a contract, without the express sanction 
of tho Conservator of T'orests, nor until his accounts have been adjusted 
and the amoun'r due from him reported to the Conservator of Noredcs, 
who must mention the fact in his order sanctioning the fresh contract. 

Suing for occupation of buildings or land. 

13. In cases where it is proposed to sue a person who has occupied 
a building or land belonging to the Government, otherwise than for eject- 
ment or mesne profits, it must bo remembered that a suit will not lie for 
rent unless a regular agreement has been made with him for the payment 
of a certain sum; but he can be sued on the gMosi-contract for use and 
occupation, and in such case the amount to be sued for is so much as 
will be a reasonable remuneration for the occupation and enjoyment of 
Vhe property. 
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Advice of the Government Pleader. 


14. Government officers are entitled to the advice of the Govern- 
ment Pleader, and shall in any case of doubt require it on the draft of any 
contract which it is proposed to draw out on behalf of the Government. 

92. (i) ^Phe instruction regulating the engrossing, executing, 
stamping and registration of instruments arc contained in arts. 1649 to 
1666, M. G. 0. 

(ii) In reference to the footnote to Oh. LXSX, M. G. 0., it has been 
ruled that — 

Any deed to which the Government is a party may, if the officer q , q. no. 26B4/ 
rcsponpiblo for it considers it advisable, bo sent to the Assistant Govern- VI-^80B, doted 
meut Advocate for examination and shall be so sent if it is a deed forjgjg 
which a standard form cannot be used without alteration. 


93. The relations that should be observed between the Forest G-. &. 0. Gir- 


department and other departments in regard to the transaction of businesa 
are laid down as follows : — 

The Forest department has no preference over private dealers in its 
transactions with other departinentb, and it is not in any way protected by 
excciJ^fional privileges. Under these circumstances it is for the depart- 
iiiout itself to tolce the necessary steps for its own protection and to adopt 
the same means to secure the success of its transactions in dealing with 
other Government departments as in dealing with private individuals. 
For this purpose it will generally be advisable that contraois of importance 
should be reduced to writing, though the Government does not desire 
to hamper the oiierations of the department by laying down a hard-and- 
fast inle to this effect. The responsibh'ty of deciding that a contract 
should not bo reduced to writing rests with Conservators, who should

.satisfy themselves that there is sufficient material to prove tho agreement, 
and that its terms are understood with a reasonable degree of certainty 
and are not open to double-meaning or doubtful interpretation. 

Conservators are responsible that attention is paid to all extant rules 
for the exociiiion of contracts and other instruments connected with the 


administration of forest and ivith tho business of the Forest department 
generally. 

Extract from a despatch no. 20, dated tho 9th May, 1878, from tho 
Government of India to Her Ma]csty’.s Secretary of State for India, which 
accompanied circular no. 943F, dated the 3rd August, 1878, of the depart- 
ment of Revenue, Agriculture and Commerce 


In para{;iapli 3 of tho doixiatch fiom ttio Marquis of Salisbury, no. 11, dated tbo 
7th Miirch, 1878, tho question 'of the supply of iiinbor by tho Forest dcpaitmcnta of tho 
Slflfo was adverted to, and it was oiiggcitod that whenever tho I^oroet nopartment could 
furnish timber at u rate not above that prevailing in the open market, and of equal quality, 
other dopiiitmonte should by prefcrenco obtain their suppfies from that sonreo. 

2. At present all IraininctiopB between tlm Forest and other publio dopartmentB 
rest upon a siraplo iiml woll-tindorstood hnsm, whidi iu ptactire hsa proved Balistnctory to 
both the Oovernmont and Iho public.

Thoy arc perfectly at liborty'to draw .their 
Bupplici either from private sources or from llio Oovornmrnt forests; and in the latter ease 
thov clu.'il uithci direct with tbo Forest Oflieers or flirougb mukllomcn, as mav bo most 
convenient. In regard to the largoot transaetions, those of tho Stale Bailways, this pnnol- 
plo has bcea aflirmcd in a, Circular no. 37 of the 16th Kovoinbor, 1884, whieh laid down 
that tbo railway oOicora should pnrclmso timber in tbo open market on tho sumo terms os 
any other purchaser. 
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Wo Lave repeatedly Lad occasion to consider the qncstiiiii, and Ln\e romo to tbd 
conclusion that at any rate at picscnt it is inaxpediont to give tbo Forest department any 
preference in this respect o>er pnvato dealers. The officcis of the Public Works end other 
departments must be held responsible lor getting the best quality of timl cr at the lone t 
possible price, and any limitation regiading the sources whence they muy supply them* 
selves would lead to unsatisfactory results. As a matter of fact, when at ono timo uo 
did insist on the State Railways supplying themselves with sleepers from the Forest 
department, difficulties m regard to the ijuality of the timber suyipUcd and the price that 
should bo charged and paid for it were of constant occurrence. 

Moreover, it is most desirablo th-it Forcat Officers should feel that tbo succoss of 
their transactions entirely depends upon tboir own ovcrtions, and that iboy are not in any 
way protected by esceplional piivilegcs. 

Practically, since perfectly free trade in those matters has been established, the direct 
dealings between the Forest department and other public dciiailmouta have been very 
extensive, wbilo all difficulties have disappeared; and nndor these ciroumstanccB it seems 
undcsiiablo to disturb tbo existing practice.

Chapter III — ^Accounts. 

PAET I. 

AoCOONTS of OTJTTOBN of FOKEST PKODUCE IK VOIiUMP. AND VADTIE. 

A.— Onttam by Government Agency. 

Session (i) — Timber and all forest produce, except resin. 

(A) POREST OPERATIONS. 

100. All timber, fuel, etc., cut and removed by Government agency 
will be brought to ddpots for sale or other disposal, where it will be 
entered once for all in columns 1 to 10 of the ddp6t register from Cl. 

Jn the case of Umber a separate ddpot number in column 1 will be 
given to each item entered in columns 6 to 10. Each item will include 
(sec column 7) all pieces received on one day requiring the same entry in 
columns 5, 6, 8, 9 and 10. Space will be left in the register when neces- 
sary to allow for the disposal of a receipt item in several lots, involving 
more than one corresponding entry in columns 11 to 18. A separate 
register will bo kept for timber. 

In the case of fuel and other produce each kind of produce, such as 
fuel, charcoal and bamboos or each, class of fuel, bqmboos, etc., will bo 
allotted suQicieut space in the register for a j'car’s transactions. When 
transactions in any class of produce are numerous a separate register will 
be kept for that class. At the close of each month the receipts and dis- 
posals of the month will be totalled and a balance stnick to be carried 
forward as the first receipt item of the next month. 

101. When a sale from a ddp6t takes place a bill in form C2 
will be issued in triplicate and particulars will be entered in colnmns 11 
to 18 of form Cl, whether the produce sold has been actually removed 
or not. Payment must if possible be taken in full so that column 16 
of form Cl may correspond with the cash-book. Wlien part payments 
are accepted they are to bo clearly indicated as such in the cash-book. 
Outstandings will be entered in column 18 of form Cl in red ink which 
will be blackene.d over when the outstanding is realized. Column 19 of 
form Cl ivill give reference.^ to cash-book items of all payments and 
explain all disposals other than by sale. 

102. (i) The transactions of each month will be submilted to the 
Divirional Forest Officer either direct or through the Eaugc Officer in 
form C3. 

As regards Umber only the receipts and disposals during the past 
month in columns 2, 3, 6 to 10 and 13 to 21 will be entered. The ddp&t 
number in column 1 will show tlie reference of disposal en^es to receipt 
entries of previous months. As regards other produce entries will be 
made in all columns, except 8 and 9 and in some cases except B, 10, 12 
and "jS All receipts and sales of the same class of produce will ordinarily 
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be luinpctl together, but the enfries on each bill not fnlly j)ni»i will be 
sliomi separately. 

(ii) Form C3 will be Biipportcd by (i) a copy of each bill in 
form (^2, (2) original orders of the "DiYisional Forest Officer sanctioning 
other forms of disposal. 

103. From form C3 the Divisional Forest Officer will maintain 
form Cl exactly as it is maintained in depots. 

105. If it be found necessary to establish forest ddpols at which 
produce is colleclod and measured before pi’oceoding to sale ddpots, the 
same forms will be maintained and will be submitted separately, using 
such columns only as the circumstances require. Tn all cases the volume 
or quantity to be entered in foim Cl is that obtained by measurement or 
enumeration of ntilizable material at the 

105. Form 03 will not be sent to the Conservator, but if the supply 
of any class of x>roduce at any ddpdt is of sufficient importance, the Con- 
.servator will call for a, monthly abstract of the opening hnlnnce, receipt .s, 
disposals and outstandings. 

106. Forms Cl, 2 and .3 will uKo bo used in Range offices for minoi' 
operations for which there are no fixed ddpots or special depot officers. 
All produce collected dopartmentally for use on Government works, such 
as roads, buildings, fences, etc,, wdll appear in forms 01 and 03, in the 
same man’ner as produce extracted l^or sale. Such produce will not 
appear again in form C3 until utilization for Government purposes has 
censed, when the Divisional Forest Officer will order the disposal of any 
balance. Such disposal will then aijpcni' in foun C3 in the same manner 
as other departmental sales or disposals. 

107. (i) In order* that outturn in volume may be convenieiilly 
classified for the annual report, form C4 (a) will be written up monthly 
in d^pQts or H-vnge offices from form Cl and will be submitted to the 
Divisional office, where a register in foi*nr C4 "will be maintained for the 
wdiolc division, a separate half page of the register being devoled to each 
(ldp6t, or in tlie case of minoi* operations to each range. 

(ii) The number of trees felled will be entered in form 04 (a) 
from the returns of forest? muhanurs or such other agency as may be 
ordered. Girth classes of trees will not bo entered in form C4 unless 
specially ordered. 

(hi) Snell other returns piepared by the forest muhaiTir.s mnv 
accompany form C4 (a) as may be ordered by the Conservator. Such 
returns may be for the following purpo.ses : — 

1. To record the unmarked trees which have been damaged by the 

fellings. 

2, To -show progre.ss in conversion in the felling area.* 

S. To record the volume which actually leaves the felling area." 
This return will be a copy of passes issued to cartmen, etc., before (hoy 
start for the d4p6t.

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Arts. 107 to 115.3 

These returns are only to be called for special reasons and are not to 
be regarded as part of the regular export system. Local forms (see arts. 
2b2 to 285) will be devised according to circumstances for use by forest 
muharrirs 

108. The stock at each sale dep6t must be counted periodically at 
such intervals as the Conservator may dirdtt, the d^pot book being 
balanced at the time of counting. A special report of each taking of s'^ock 
must be submitted to the Conseiwator. 

(B) Dbift TnrBER operations. 

109. All timber collected at drift dSp&ts will be entered once for 
all in columns 1 to 13 of form C5. A copy of form C5 shovring only 
the receipts and disposals of the past month will be sent monthly to the 
Divisional office where a register in form C5 will be maintained for all 
d4p6ts. 

The irrocedure as regards entries in form C5, bills (form C2) cash- 
book entries, information to Conservator and check of stock will be 
exactly the same as for forms Cl and C3 (see arts. 100 to 106 and 108). 

110. In Divisional offices drift timber will bo entered separately 
from foiest timber in F. D. C. annual report forms nos. 21 and 22. Drift 
timber will not appear in form C4 and F. D. C. form 19. 

111. (i) Porm C5 will be used only for timber salved where regular 
drift operalons, as contemplated by Cb. TX of the Forest Act, are 
in force and only such drift revenue as appears in form C5 will bo 
credited to bead ETTI in the cash-book. 

(ii) Forms C5(o) and (5) will be used wherever drift operations take 
place [.see Appendix VIII] . 

Section <ii) — Resin. 

112. The forms and procedure resemble those for other produce. 
The forms are local forms (see arts. 283 to 286). 

B. — Outturn by purchaser’s agency. 

Section (i) — Tivxhcr. 

(A) Where thehe is a system of measurement prior to export. 

113. Before leaving the forest all timber wll be entered on a 
rawanna in triplicate in form C6 or C6 {a) for the monopby and the 
lump sum systems of sale respectively. 

115. (i) Bange Officers will submit a monthly abstract of trees 

felled and of outturn by volume in foim C4 {a) compiled from the returns 
of forest muharrirs (or other agency) and from the rawannas and 
accompanied by one copy of each rawanna. In the Divisional office a 
separate half page of form C4 will be devoted to each felling area or such 
other unit as the Divisional Forest Officer may direct. 

(ii) As r^ards the detail requked in forest muharrirs’ forms 
(see art. 107 iii). Forest muharrirs’ forms which show volume outturn 
should not be checked with the rawannas as they can never agree. 
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115. "When export takes j)lace at “ ahaukis ” against revenue paid 
in advance by the purchaser [see art. 19 (i) P. A. 0.] the officer 
ha charge of the last chaulci through which the timber passes will 
compile weekly or iortnightly or monthly abstmets of mwannas in form 
C7 v.'hicli will be sent With one copy of each lawanna through the Eange 
office to 'the llivisioniil oCShe. The Range Officer will retain a copy of 
lorni C7. Those aljstracls wilt show' the state of each purchaser’s 
revenue account and give full detail of the outturn in volume, hence 
where they arc in use form C-1 (a) will show only the number of trees 
felled in eacli area and will not be accompanied by rawannas, 

116. To assist checlc inuharrirs in preparing form 07 they will, 
when so ordered by the Divisional Forest Officer, maintain a daily register 
of rawannas in form 08. Ko copy will be sent to the Range office. 

117. Drori form 07 and the Range office cash-books the Divisiona.l 
office w'ill maintain a ledger account in torm 09 with each purchaser who 
j)ays royalty per unit of outturn in advance. There w’ill be a separate 
jK'Count with the same purchaser for each separate contract. 

118. WheJi the sale is not under an agreement, a permit in form 
CIO will be issued by the Range Officer to indicate Ibe exact nature of tbo 
timber sold and to serve as a proof of the purchaser’s right to cut and 
collect the same. The permit will be exchanged for a ra wanna at 
llie place of measurement. 

(B) WnETtB TDEUB IS NO SYSTEM OJ? trEVSUJlBMBNT PEIOll TO EXTORT. 

119. lu such cases sales wiU necessarily be by lump sum, 
cither under an agreement or by permit in form CIO. The outturn in 
voloutc will be entered in divisional form 04 by use of volnnio factors per 
unit sold. Where permits arc issued from the Range office the Range 
Officer will submit a periodical abstract of i^ermits in form C4 (a) support- 
ed by a copy of each permit. 

(ii) When purchasers dispose of the timber inside the Gov- 
erxmicnt forests by resale to petty X'urchascrs, the original pnrcha.scrs 
must themselves issue ]iermils to their sub-x)urchasors and must forward 
u copy of each peimit to the Range Officer. Divisional Forest Officers 
will decide whether these xiormits shall be used for entries in form C4 
instead of entering the whole volume sold. 

(iii) Where forest inuharrirs arc employed, Range Officers 
will lejiort the number and girth classes of trees actually felled on form 
04 (a) instead of the whole number sold being entered in the divisional 
form C4, and whenever xiossible the actual outturn will bo recorded on 
form 04 (a) from forest muharrirs’ rctuins, instead of using volume 
factors. 

Section (ii) — Fuel, charcoal and bamboos, 

120. (<0 'I he procedure will be the same as for timber except that 
when the qua.nlity sold is by number of loads ot fixed clas.ses 
it will be unnei-esbary to issue a permit ; a ra wanna may be issued in the 
fiisfc instance to be chocked at the place of export. 

<6) Where there arc no measurements prior to exjport and the price is 
not based on any unit of volume, entries will be made in divisional form 
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i'A direct fiom range cash-books by the use of volume factors per rupee of 
levenue. 

Section (iii) — Minor 'produce. 

121. (i) Minor produce being usually sold by lump sum contracts 
\Mthout any cxpoit or measurement system, its vaUie instead of its 
volume will ordinai'ih’ be entered in form Cl in the Divisional oiUce 
directed from range cash-books. 

(iij Where any system of jucasuring aclu.nl outturn is in force 
or sale is by permit per unit ot quantity, the procedure will be the same 
as for timber or fuel. 

(iii) Where much detail of minor produce is necessary, 
separate registers of form C4 with columns tb suit the circumstances 
may be utilized , but see art. 138. 

Each kind of produce sold separalclj* is to bo recorded sepai-alelj in 
form C4. 

Section (iv) — General. 

122. No copies or abstracts of forms C4, C6, CG (a), 07, 09, OlO 
will be bcnl to the Conservator. 

Section (v) — Revenue demand and outstandings. 

123. (1) All revenue payable for timber and other produce sold 
luulcr an agreement will be ixiid in one at ruoio inslalmeuts on fixed 
tl.ilcs. Suclr inhtalmcnts may include all or part of the advances of 1*03^- 
alty per unit of outturrr (see art. 117). The contracts and instalments 
due wtll bo entered in form Ci2 by the Divisional Forest Officer after cho 
annual auctions. The amounts of instalments will be entered in red ink. 
Each tsale wdll be given a serial number, sufficient sjmcc w’Ul be left for 
alterations and additions. There wall be three copies, viz., for tlie 
33msional office. Camp office and Conseiwator. 

(li) An abstract of realizations and outstandings in form 012 
(a) wall be sent monthly to the Consciwator together with a note of all 
changes (bv reference to the serial iiiiinbci’s) and .'iddilions. The abstract 
will show the follow'ing particulars : —

(iv) Bnngc Officers will receive a copy of the entries concei'n- 
iug their range and will keep it up to date.

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l25. (0 The deinand, realizations and oulsiandings on account o£ 

grazing on payment will be entered in the Divisional oflico by ranges in 
lorin 013 from Range office grazing retinns and range cash-books. 
Eeparate registers niaj’ be maintained for cattle grazing at full and at 
privileged rates. The register ticcd not be inaintnincd for cattle grazing 
at privileged rates when the lovennc is coJleclcd by the district authorities

127. (i) I'^orrn CIS onl'-tonditujs of ir veuve is an annual form, 31 
will not be used in 3lange offices. Al the clo'=o of the financial year, 
in Older to compile F. D. C. annual report form no. 28, all outstandings 
will be bi’ought from forms 03 , C, 32, 33 and 34 on to form Cl-^. A copy 
of 015 will then be forw’nrded to the Conservator. Realizations of such 
outsiandings will then be entered on form 015 as they occur. Before the 
35th January the form lor tJjo iircceding financial year will bo sent again 
to the Conservator, showing all subsequent imliziitions and sums wiittcn 
olT untler the Divisional Porest Offiecr’a powers (see art.

138. (i) Conservators are responsible that the accounts of all export 
of forest produce are maintained on the lines laid down in arts. 100 to 136. 

If changes of principle arc deemed advisable they may be introduced only 
with the sanction of the Conservator, after consultation with the Chief 
Conservator who will apply to Gtovernment for sanction to introduce the * 
necessary changes into this Manual. Local forms may be made use of 
only to supplement the prescribed forms and not to alter them, add to 
them or replace them (see art. 283). 

(ii) Conservators are also responsible for the system of export 
adopted, and for there being no unnecessary variety of irrocedure in the 
principal export systems. The expoit xiilcs incorporated in the annual 
sale notices of tho ITaldwani and Eamnagar divisions are jirintcd as 
Appendix XI as a guide for all divisions. 

139. Monthly timber and sale returns, if called tor under arts. 105, 
109 and 112, will be compared by the Conservator with tho classified 
abstract of revenue (see art.

IM. The following regulations regarding the c-are and rationing of 
the Government elephants arc prescrilied for observance by those officers 
who have elephants in their charge 

(i) Such officers are ])erFOiially responsible for the proper feeding 

of the elephants. 

(ii) The natural food of eleplianls is grasses almost exclusively, 

although some leaves are browsed. Kark is only used very 
occasionally, apparently medicinally. The constant feed- 
ing on tho bark of fig trees is deleterious and heating ; eye 
and skin affections result and general irritability of tljo 
system causes tho formation of sores and absce.ssea. From 
the months of j^favch to October, in most divisions, grass is 
obtainable for clej>hant fodder and .should be supplied in 
preference to hark. The letter is preferred by the attend- 
ants as it is collected with much less labour. 

Elephants must also be allowed to gi'aze ns frequently as possible 
and must on no aeeount be tied up at one spot for many 
hours together in tlio day time. 

(iii) During the racoFS Fetison elephants will as a rule bo given 

half rations ; but if sugarcane is available and is given, no 
ration should be given, unless tho officer Ls satisfied that 
the lieulth of the elcpliant require.s it, 

(iv) Unless there are good reasons to the eonlrniy, any elephant 

driver whose elephant is out of condition will be placed on 
half pay. 

(v) It Is undesirable that Government animals and elephants 
.should be lent for religious processions or for phooling pur- 
poses.

443. (i) Tho proper maintenance of form T)2 will depend on the 
following system of slock issue and receipt forms D3 and 3(a) : — 

(ii) An officer issuing stock will send out with it a page of his 
issue book, ho will receive in return a page of a receipt book, and will 
paste it on to the corresponding counterfoil in his issue book. 

An officer receiving stock will issue a receipt and will paste on to tho 
counterfoil of the receipt tho page of the issue book which he received 
with the stock. 

When an officer issues stock to someone who does not keep a regis- 
ter, such as a forest guard, contractor, etc. the procedure will be different, 
as such persons cannot be provided with receipt and issue books ; more- 
over, it is only a temporary issue and not a permanent transfer. In such 
cases the receiver will return the page of the issue book with an acknow- 
ledgment on it and it will be repeated in the issue book. When such 
stock is returned the issue book page will be endorsed accordingly. 
Officers will keep seiiarale issue books for permanent issues to other 
officers and for temporary issues within their own charge. Before the 
annual stock-checking every page in tho latter book must have been en- 
dorsed for return of stock. When new stock is purchased by the Divi- 
sional Forest Officer it will he first entered as received in Divisional office 
and then as distributed. The +and — entries will not be made until the 
receiving officer’s receipts have been received and pasted in the issue 
hook. 

When a Bange Officer is allowed to buy stock direct he will send a 
receipt to Di\’isional office. Such purchases Avill be distinguished in his 
receipt book by there being no issue hook page to paste in. Similarly 
when he is ordered to write off stock he will send an issue page to Dm- 
sional office and will have no receipt to paste in. Such issue pages must 
show full particulars of tlio disposal of tho discarded stock. 

When stock is interchanged by Bange Officers each will send a carbon 
copy of his issue and receipt book page respectively to Divisional office. 
No entrj'^ relating lo range dislribution will ever be made in Divisional 
office until the necessary receipt and issue forms prescribed above for 
various cases have been received. 

In divisions where Bauge Officers do not keep stodc registers but 
return everything annually to a central stock ddpot, Bange Officers may 
he treated by the Stock Officer in the manner prescribed for forest guards 
and other temporary receivers. 

144. Form D2 will not be used in Divisional and Bange offices, for 
stores such as iron sheets, nails, etc., which when issued are generally 
used up. Such articles will’ bo entered on form Di. Sufficient space for 
a year’s entries will be allotted to each such class of stores. The balance 
will 1)0 struck annually on 33 st October or at such intervals as may be 
found convenient.

3. Befunds of forest revenue should appear as minus entries in the 
revenue side of the accounts irrespective of the year in which the revenue 
was audited. 


VABT IV. 

Budget estimates. 

148. With reference to art. 73, E. D. G., the gcncial regulations 
regarding budgets arc contained in the U. P. Budget Manual. The 
following regulations emphasize the essential i.oints and include some 
further details special to the preparation and submission of the budget 
estimates of the Eorest department. 

149. The estimates of divisions will be prepared in form El 
and must reach Conservators by the 20th August. Th^ will be 
accompanied by the "plans of operations " prescribed in art. 77. 

160. The entries to be made in form El will be legulaled as 
follows : — 

(i) The figures of the budget estimate for the current year will b'e the 
figures originally sanctioned, but if any modifications of the original 
grants have been made under proper authority in the course of the year, 
the modified grant should nob bo shown as the budget estimate of the 
year, but the sanctioned changes in the grants shonicl be fully explained 
in the remarks pages of the budget. 

(ii) The figures of the revised estimate should be shown by Division- 
al Eorest Offioers and Conservators in their budgets with necessary ex- 
planations of variations. These figures will bo based on the actuals of as 
many months of the current year as may he available and an estimate of 
revenue and expenditure of the remaining months. It must be clearly 
understood that any excess in the total figures of the rovisod estimates is 
not autJiorised expenditure unless covered by a supplementary grant of 
the amount required. 

(iii) The budget estimates for the ensuing year will include only 
sanctioned items of expenditure, i.c., expenditure regularly included in 
tile budget from year to year or approved by definite orders for inclusion 
in the estimates. Expenditure administratively sanctioned by Govern- 
ment but in lespecl of which formal orders directing its inclusion in the 
budget have not been received, should not be included; but normal 
increases of ordinary expenditui'o, e.g., necessary increases under heads 
AI to VI, 'AVm and IX, for carrying on works on lines already approv- 
ed should be included in the budget. 

(iv) The following instructions should be observed in preparing bud- 
get estimates : — 

id) Tlie ertimates of the current year must not bo accepted' blindly 

' as a basis for framing those of the next. It is always tempt- 

ing to save trouble by taldng the figures of the current 
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year for granted; but the process leads to waste and ex- 
travagance. It results in the reappearance year after year 
of expenditure that has long become obsolete. The need f.*r 
every item must be carefully scrutinised before it is entered. 

(b) An estimate should be for what is expected to be actually 

received or paid (under proper sanction) during the year, 
including the arrears of past years, not for the demand or 
liabilities falling due within the year. 

(c) Estimates should provide only for existing expenditure. 

All proposals for new expenditmre (e. g. , new posts, new pro- 
jects, etc.) should find a place in the schedule of new expe::- 
diture (see rules 32 to 34 of the Budget Manual). 

(d) Estimates should show' the sanctioned scale in the case 

of fixed charges. But where pay is progressive, provision 
should be made for increments that are due on the 1st of 
April of the year for wliich provision is made. 

(c) The number and rates of pay of all sanctioned estab- 
lishment, whether permanent or temporaiy, should be given 
in detail. 

(/) The estimate for fluctuating items of expenditure (such 
as travelling allowance) should be based on the average of 
the past three years’ actuals, and the allowance made for 
any causes lilcely to modify that figure. 

(if) It often happens that an establislhment or some special 
allow'ance is sanctioned for an official year, and the charge 
for the last month only becomes due w’hen the new year has 
commenced and must be taken against the grant of that 
year; provision should bo made accordingly. 

(h) Noa-votable expenditure should be shown in red ink. 

(j) No provision for leave or deputation allowances of officers 
in England and for stores to be ijurchased or payable 
in England should be made in the departmental budgets 
A -talcment showing the necessary information will be sub- 
mitted to Government by the Chief Conservator of Eorests 
by rhe end of August each year as prescribed in rules 85 to 
38 of tho Budget Manual. 

151 . (i) The Circle budget will be prepared from the divisional 
estimates in the prescribed form for each circle separately and should bo 
despatched by Conservators to reach the Chief Conselwator not later than 
the 30th September. They should be accompanied in each case by a 
memorandum explaining fully tlie variations in the revised and budget 
estimates as compared with the original estimates of the current year. 

(ii) The Chief Conservator will scrutinise the budgets of all 
the circles and complete the appendices, etc. , relating to pay of gazetted 
officers and submit copies to Government and to the Accountant-General 
BO as to reach tliem not later than the Ist November. 

(iii) The instructions contained in art. 150 are applicable also to the 
Circle and Chief Conservator’s budgets and must be followed in their 
preparation. 
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££rts. 152 to 185. 

152. The schedulo of now exponditure [art. 150 (iv) (c)] will be 
[orxAfirded to the Chief Couscrvalor by Conservators and mnsl. be timed to 
reach the Chief Conservator on the Ist September and the Forest Scv're- 
tary not later than the 8th September. 

(iv) As roirards oxpenditiu’c rocoidcd under “ A VIT. — Commnnica- 
tion? and Buildings *’ the following standards of expenditure have been

The figures represent the cost of such new works as it is 
within the power of Forest Officers of all grades to sanction 
without reference to Government, and also iJic cost of maintenance. The 
distribution of these amounts to circles will be made annually by the 
Chief Conservator so that necessary provision wdthin the limits thus fixed 
may be iueluded by Consen’ator.s in the Circle budgets. If in any year 
it is anticipated that less expenditure tlian the standard fixed for each 
sub-head is required, a loss amount fshould be provided for the sub-head 
in the budget. If on the other hand it is anticipated that more expen- 
diture will be required, only the sanctioned figure sliould be entered in 
the budget aud a lump sum representing the excess for each sub-head 
should be entered in Part I of the schedulo of now demands, with a brief 
but clear explanation of each of the items inoludod in the excess. 

. 153. When a grant has been voted by the Legislative Council 

the amount voted, together wdlh any sum assigned to the same major 
head or heads of account which does not require the vote of the Council , 
will be communicated to the Chief Conservator of Forests. When the 
final orders of the Government on the cRtiraates have been issued to the 
.4ccountant-General, an abstract of the budget showing the total of each 
sub-head is forwarded to the Chief Conseiwator, who will make the 
necessary corrections in the circle budgets concerned and print! the bud- 
gets and distribute them. 

’ On receiving the printed budgets from the Chief Conservator it will 
be the duty of each Conservator to make allotments among his Divisional 
Officers. 

16®. The general rules relating to exponditui’o in excess of the 
budget estimate will be found in paragraphs 48 to 50 of llie Budget Man- 
ual and for tlie supplcmentarj' ertimate in rules 69 and GO No applica- 
tion for a supplementary estimate will be entertained by Government 
after 31a.t of December. 

165. In order to reduce as much as possible the frequency of 
changes in the sanctioned budget grant under each sub-head, changes of 
petty nature will not as a rule be applied for until as near the close of the 
financial year 'as is compatible with' obtaining 'the necessary sanction; 
provided always that any expenditure iu excess of "the allotment which 
is likely to occur before the month of March shall he provided against 
as soon as the excess is known. For this purpose Divisional b'ciust 
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Officers will submit to the Conservator, so as to reach liira not later than 
the 5th February latest, estimates showing the actuals to the end of Jan- 
uary and a close estimate for February and March. The Conservator 
will treat these latest figures as an application for such reappropriations of 
funds as are indicated thereby and will make arrangements accordingly. 

If he requires extra funds from other circles or has appreciable sav- 
ings available for other circles he will immediately forward latest estimates 
to the Chief Conservator, otherwise he will intimate to the Chief Con- 
servator that no changes in the circle totals are proposed. 

156. Provision made in the budget does not authorise expenditure 
without further sanction if the amount of the item is in excess of the 
maximum fixed for each class of officers, and no expenditure may be 
incurred under any budget head if the provision made under such head 
by competent authority is not sufficient to cover the outlay (see arts. 195 
to 20G). 

157. The w’ant of provision in the estimate does not operate to 
prevent payment of any sums really due by Govenament, nor the want oi 
sanction to prevent the record of any actual payment. Money indisput- 
ably payable should never be left unpaid. 

All charges incurred must be paid and drawn at once, and under no 
civaumstances may they be allowed to stand over to be paid from the grant 
of another year. If possible, expenditure may be postponed till the pre- 
/laration of a new budget has given opportunity of making provision and 
till the sanction of that budget has supplied means ; but on no account 
may charges be actually incurred in one year and thrown on the grant of 
another year. 

G. 0, no iW 188, Under rule .38 (2) of the Devolution Buies power of 
reappropriation In respect of llie budget grant undev the head ^Forests 
1923, ’ has been given to the Chief Conservator of Forests subject to the provi- 

sions of rules 61 to 58 of the U. P. Budget Manual. Copies of orders 
sanctioning any reappropriation should, under rules 56 to 58 of the 
Budget Manual, he communicated not only to tho Finance department 
and the Accountant-General, but also to the Forest department, as soon 
as orders have been passed. All proposals for reappropriation which 
requiise tlie previous consent of the Finance department should be made 
through the Forest department. 

159. ^’he following procedure is prescribed for preparing thie 
budgets and Worldng Plan divisions : — 

Working Plan Officers will prepare their own budgets and 
revised estimates for all expenditure and will submit these for the 
approval of the Conservator of Forests, Working Plan circle, oil 20tli 
July, who after maldng such additions and alterations as he thinks 
fit will return the estimates to Working Plan Officers concerned for 
incorporation in the lerritorial divisional budget. The territorial 
Divisional Forest Officers will show the items relating to working 
plan separately in their budgets under each sub-head, e.g.': —

(0 The general orders rcgulaling correspondence are con- 
tnhied in arts. 3'J6 to 399. ‘I0‘2, 40:i, 401 and 111 to 413, M. (5. O. ; also 
?ee art. 78, P. A. G. 

(ii) Long letters and i-eports .are to be dirdded into numbered para- 
gmphs; and if they are of great length, a brief marginal abstract of each 
paragraph may usefully be added. 

(iii) Except in urgent or special cases, letters should not be sent in 
original with a request for their return ; as a general rule copies of the 
correspondence should bo forwarded and the originals retained. 

255. Corre‘'x’oiidenco with Govermnent is regulated by arts. 39L to 
393 and 401 to 403, M. G. 0. 

.Address by letter and not by docket signifies the use of the first and 
second persons and not of the third person. 

256, TJie .ubmicsiou of memorials to tho Local Government, the 
Government of India and the Secretary of State for India is regulated by 
arts. 492 to 516, M. G. 0. 

267, The prescribed departniontal forms for use in correspondence 
arc tabulated in ait. 287, series P. 

258. All con ospoii donee relating to one main head or division of 
work will be in one “ file." 

The Conserv’ator will prescribe the names and serial numberb of the 
files into which conespondence is to be gi*oupcd in all Divisional offices" 
in the circle. Correspondence nnsnited to any special file will bo placed 
in a “Miscellaneous “ file. 

259. (i) Each file will be divided into “ cases,” each case relating 
to a particular subject, but various subjects which mrely come under 
correspondence may be formed into a uiiBcellaneout, ca'?c in each file. 

(ii) Hoads of offices are responsible for the formation of cases and 
should endeavour to avoid, on tho one hand, a great number of cases each 
containing but a few documents, and on tho other hainl, unwucldy cases 
the subjects of which are too complex. 

It will frequently happen that a subject which appears at first to be 
simple and suitable for a single case will become complex. Tt will then 
generally be preferable to divide the case into sub-cases distingnishod by 
snifill letters (a) (b), etc., rather than to foun entirely new cases. 

Heads of offices should .'is n rule personally authorise the formation 
of new cases and snb-cascs and sliould control the placing of cases in the 
“ Miscellaneous “ file and the as'-ignment of doc.mncnib to any “ Miscel- 
laneous case.” 

The cases in each file will have a separate set of serial numbers for 
each coiTespqndenco year, running from tho Ibt July to the BOlli Juno.

(iii) To facilitate the keeping of each case complete in itself, no two 
sabjects should, as a rule, be included in one letter or docket and when 
a reference to two or more different subjects is inevitable the Head of the 
office should se'ect the case in which the letter is to bo indexed and order ^ 
that a copy be kept in the other case or cases. 

(iv) In Conservators* offices a case may often conveniently be formed 
into sub-cases for each division (using wrapper from 13 Prov.). 

(v) The documents in each case will be kept on a separate ease 
board (form 11 Prov.) and on the top will be kept a title page (form 17 
Prov.) showing the name and serial number of the file and of the case 
and the correspondence year in which the documents were received. 
Each case will contain documents received in one correspondence* year 
only. 

(vi) Porms 6, 112, 113 Prov. (c) may be used for the purpose of 
drawing attention to particular papers in a case under reference. 

260. (i) A register of files and cases will be maintained in for ti 
F6, a sufficient number of pages being alloted to each file as are deemed 
sufficient for a series of years. 

Under each file heading the correspondence j'^ear will be entered'aud 
then a list of the cases and sub-cases of the 3’ear. Oases must be entered 
as soon as formed and not periodicallj' or at the close of the year. 

When the name of a case formed in a fresh correspondence year i*- 
the same as that of a case in the preceding year it will be given the same 
serial number. The serial number of cases which are finallj' closed will 
thus drop out of use and will be assigned to entirelj’ fresh cases. 

(ii) Government orders and circulars relating to forest business will 
be placed in the case to which they relate. Those on geneial subjects 
will be kept in special cases in a file of Government orders and circulars. 

261. (i) All letters will be opened by the officer to whom the3’ are 
addressed or by some one duly authorised by him. The date of receipt 
will immediate'y be noted on each document and each will he registered

265. Circulars issued by Divisional Officers to subordinate offices 
will be divided into two classes : — 

(a) Temporary. 

(b) Guard book 

All circulars of class (b) will be permanently retained by the subor- 
dinate office in a guard book. They will form addenda to the standing 
orders prescribed in art. 78 and should from time to time be incorporated 
in the latter, being then removed from the guard boot. 

266. Flying dockets and circulars will not be issued by any office 
as a method of correspondence, but papers for perusal of which no record 
js necessary may be circulated under flying docket. 

267. The rules regulating correspondence by telegram are contained 
in arts. 2392 to 2396, M. G. 0. 

268. As great laxity is frequently observed in the spelling of 
vernacular names, the attention of all officers should be called to the 
“ The list of Indian proper names issued by the Government and to 
the necessity of insisting on their use in their offices. A copy of the 
rules for transliteiation is prefixed to the list as a guide in the case of 
names not included in it. Heads of departments should indent on the 
Superintendent, Government Press, for the. number of copies required 
for the use of their offices. 

269. Subject to such orders as the Conservator may issue, Divi- 
sional Forest Officers will make their own arrangements to ensure that 
pending correspondence is not lost sight of cither in their own or their 
subordinate offices. With a view to economy both in postage and 
stationery, the double postcard reminder form should be used for 
reminders sent by po.it.

1704 
to 1711, M. G. 0 (see art. 204). 

280. The forms prescribed in the Porest Code are obtainable by 
indenting on the contractor for printing Government of India stock forms, 
Calcutta, in .iccordanco with Ihe indent form's as supplied liy the 
Ruperintenclent, Govertnnent Printing, India, 

Divisional Officers wll submit llieir indents for the Conservator’s 
approTOl and count ci signature on tlie l-ith June anmiall 3 '. Column 4 of 
the indent — the established proportion — ^will be fixed by the Conservator 
in communioat'on with the indenting officers, an'd may be changed when- 
ever desirable. ' ' 

281. Art. 2414, M. G. 0., lays down the classes of forms whidi 
may be printed ‘oeally. All other forms special to the Eorest department 
Avill be registered with the Superintendent of the Government Press, 
Allahabad, and will be obtained annually by indent id 'that ' officer 
•iccording to the rules for forms contained in arts. 2415 to 2435, IM. G. 0.

282. Eegistered forms will ho of two classes, viz.-r 

1. Forms piesciibed in this Manual, of which, a, li.st (art. 2448, 
M. G. 0.) is given in form G2. Prescribed forms are denoted by the 
capital letter of the series (sec art, 287) to which tliey belong and a 
serial number. 

&. 0. no. 419L, ClhangeB,in the prescribed forms require the sanction of the Chief 
^o”3®^'’9lor, and care must be taken not to propose as a new form a mere 
cr, 1916 variation of ah existing, form. Also sec art. 426, M, G. 0., for rules 

regarding new retiu'ns, ,e(«. 

2. Local forms, of wliich a list (art. 2418, M. G. 0.) will be main 

tained in form G2 (n). Local forms will bear such numbers as the 
Chief Conservamr who registers them maj' airange. In the Cliief Con- 
servator’s and Conservatora’ offices the dirisions which use each local 
form should be recorded * on, form G2 (a). - . ' ^ 
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283. The following rules control the use of local forms : — 

]. Local ioinis may be smiciioned only to supplement the pre- 
scribed forms, as loc<il circumstances may require, and not to alter or 
replace them, 

2. If it appears that any local form is or could with advantage be 
used in all circles, tbc Consocv.ntn]- should consult Ihc Chief Conservat )V 
^vith a view to nmliing it a prescribed form. 

3. A Divisional E'orest Officer proposing a now local form must 
show that no ’.xisting tonn or generally suitable alteration of an existing 
form will sen'e the purpose.

(iii) A sjjecial register in form G3 (a) will be kept for all books of 
IrClmits and ra wanna s which arc sold io purchasers ol forest jn’odnce or 
which can be used for purposes of fraud if misappj'oprialcd. In this 
register each book received will bo entered separately showing the num- 
ber of the book and the numbers of tho permits or rawiiiinas '-j tho book,

288. (i) Tlie niles for the use of llie Government Press for other 
ljurposes than registered forms are contained in ar-ts. 2399, 2401 to 
2403 and 2408 to 2412, M. G. 0. 

(ii) Officers employing the press should keep the tabular matter down ^ q 

to its lowest possible limit. Tabular statements should not be printed un- dntcd ibe sand 
less a great many figures have to be shown, and great care should be taken Novcmbor. 1877. 
to make them as little elaborate as necessary for the object in view. 

For instance, tome returns accompanying reports consist of blank, or 
almost blank columns. Their contents might in lieu be described in a 
few paragraphs of the text of the report. 

(iii) Printing at private presses is regulated by art. 2413, M. G. 0. 

289. (i) Every year between let July and 81st October Conserva- 
tors and Divisional Officers will sort tho cases that have been closed for 
three full years, with a view to destroy those documents which may be 
considered of no further use.

A. G. form 14) 
sJiould be preserved until a working plan or other report, embodying a 
complete account of the history end statistics during any period consi- 
dered, has been prepared or revised for the forests m question. As a 
general rule, when monthly or annual returns have been reproduced or 
adequately summarised in printed worldng plans or administration 
reports, the original manuscript forms, if they have been retained for at 
least three full years in all, may be destroyed. 

290. Power has been delegated to Divisional Forest Officers to 
authorize the destruction of useless records. 

291. Conservators will inspect the methods used in weeding and 
issue such orders thereon as they deem necessary.

(ii) Live and dead-stock and other articles which may be at headquar- 
ters, as well as books and maps, office records and office furniture, should 
as a rule be personally inspected by the relieving officer at the tame of 
transfer, and the fact of this having been done should be stated. 

(iii) In the case of property at a distance from headquarters the 
registers and other documents in which they are described sliould be 
examined, 

300. In the case of the transfer of anbox’dinate offices a certificate 
in form G4 (a) will be submitted to the Divisional Officer. 

301. In every case of transfer the tiunsferrcd officer will require a 
last pay certificate before he can draw pay in Jiis new division. 

302* (i) Each Divisional office will be inspected once a year by 

the Conservator and each subordinate office by the Divisional Eorest 
Officer. 


(ii) Inspecting officers should keep a separate bound book for each 
office in tlieir charge in which to write each successive report in original, 
the same being then lent to the inspected office for taking a copy in a 
bound book. A copy of each Divisional office inspection report will be 
submitted to the Chief Conservator and of each subordinate ofiice inspec- 
tion report to the Conservator for orders and return.

Chapter Y.~Legal matters. 


PART I. 

Legal povtcbs of Pohkst Officers. 


306. Coiiservators of Porests liave been empowered, under .section 
24 of the Porest Act, with the prewous sandion of the Commissioner of 
the division, to slop ways and water-courses in reseiwed forests subject to 
the provisions of that section. 

307. The Lieutenant-Qovomor has invested Conservators of 
Porests and ofQcers in charge of Porest divisions with the powers descri- 
bed in clns«:es (h), (c), (d) of seclion 71 of the Indian Porest Act CVIt of 
1878). 

308. Tlie Lieutenant-Governor 1ms been plea.sed, under section 75 
of the Indian Porest Act, 1878, to prescribe and limit the duties of certain 
Porest Officers by the following rules : — 

1, Within their respective charges, the Conservators of Porests, all 
Deputy Consemtors, Assistant Gonscrv'ators, Extra Deputy Conserva- 
tors, Extra Assistant Conservators (whether probationers or otherwise), 
forest rangers, deputy rangers, fore.sters and forest guards, whether in 
permanent or temporary employment, are appointed to do all acts and 
exorcise all powers that are provided by the Act to bo done or exercised 
by " any Porest Officer.” 

2. Within their respective charges the Porest Officers mentioned in 
the first column of the following schedule shall exorcise the powers under 
the sections of the Act mentioned in the second column of the same 
opposite each class of officers respectively : —

SECTION IT. 

, Admission Roles. 

1 5. AUoiment of siudcnis'lnpi . — TIio maximum number of sludonls 
to be admitted annually during each succeeding period of three years will 
be decided by the Board of Forestry at its triennial meetings. 'Within 
this number stndeutships will bo assigned to the various provinces by the 
President who,^ after satisfying their requirement'’, may also assign 
vacancies to British possessions, Tndmn, States, etc. Tlic President ip 
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empowered to refuse an application for a studentsliip without assigning 
any reason. 

In January of the year preceding that in which the course will 
commence the President will enquire of Local Governments and States 
the nmnber of vacancies they desire and all applications for nominations 
must be communicated to the President by the 1st April of that year. 
All nominations will be allotted and communicated to Local Governments 
and States concerned by the Idth April. Sbonld any nomination not be 
accepted, the President should be informed by as early a date as possible 
so as to permit of his transferring the nomination elsewhere. 

6. Qualifications. — ^Local Governments may prescribe such edu- 
cational qualifications as they please for candidates whom they propose 
to depute to the Provincial Service course, subject to the condition that 
only those who are in all respects qualified by previous education, more 
e^ecially in English an'd Mathematics, thoroughly to follow and profit by 
the course of instruction should be nominated. It should also be noted 
that a substantial knowledge of one or more branches of natural science 
is very desirabL. 

7. Physi'’al test. — It is left to Local Governments to prescribe any 
physical test they please. Should a student at any time during the course 
be found to be physically unfit, the President may remove him from the^ 
Institute. 

8. Qualifying entrance examination — English — ^The test in this 
subject is left to Local Governments : it might suitably consist of prdas 
writing, dictation and conversation, 

Mathematies. — The examination will consist of two papers, one in 
Arithmetic and A.'gebra and the other in Geometiry an'd Trigonometry, to 
each of which three hours will be allowed. The papers will be sent tmder 
scaled cover to Local Governments. After the examination has been Jield 
on the date fixed answers will be forwarded under coaled cover to the 
President, Forest Research Institute, direct. 

The standard in Mathematics is a practical knowledge of Arithmetic, 
Algebra, up to and including quadratic equations and simple problems. 
Mensuration, Geometry (includmg the first 3 books of Budid) and elemeu- 
ivry Trigonometry including the solulaon of triangles and the use of 
logarithms. No candidate who fails to obtain laalf the full marks in eonh 
paper will be considered to have passed. 

The examination will be held in the first week of August at Dehra 
Dun and other centres to suit the convenience of Local Governments, the 
date fixed being communicated by the President in July. The results of 
the examination will he communicated by the President early in 
September. 

With the permission of the Local Governments concerned candidates 
from Indian States and private students will be examined at these centres. 

A Successful candidate will not without re-examination be eligible 
for admission to any course save that immediately following the exami- 
nation at which he has qualified, provided that, for special reasons, 'this 
rule may be relaxed under the orders of the Inspector-General of Eoresls. 

. There is no'^iestriction to the number of candidates who may be per- 
mitted to appe.ir at the examination by Local Governments and Indian 
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States to whom iiomioations have been allotted by the President, Forest 
Research Institute. Locjal Government and Indian States to 'whom 
nominations have not been allotted are also permitted to send candidates 
to this examination, but these candidates, even if they qualify, will be 
admitted to tbe Institute only provided that a sufficient number of quali- 
fied candidates is not available from Provinces and States to whom nomi- 
nations have been allotted.

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is. Certificates . — There are two certificates granted at the Insti- 
lute after completion of the two years’ training : — 

(t) Honours . — A minimum of 70 i)er cent, of the marks given in 
each of the major snbjecta and 80 per cent, of the total 
number of marks. 

(m*) Pass . — A minimum of 60 per cent, of the marks given in each 
of the major subjects and 60 per cent, of the total number 
of marks. 

TEe major subjects are T’orestrj', Botany, Surveying and Engineer- 
ing* 

The President has authority to exercise his discretion as regards the 
issue of pass certificates in doubtful cases, provided that this discretionary 
power shall not be exercised with reference to students who have failed 
to obtain the prescribed minimum in Forestry or in more than one of the 
three other major subjects or in the total number of marks. 

These certificates will qualify a student for direct appointment to the 
Proidncial Service, after such period of probationary service as may be 
prescribed by the Local Government. 

It is at the discretion of the President to grant a ranger’s certificate, 
which may be considered as equivalent to the higher certificate prescribed 
for the rangers’ course at any Forest College, to Provincia] Service 
students who complete the prescribed course, but fail to obtain d pass 
certificate. 

19. Prizes . — ^A gold medal will be awarded annually to the student 
who obtains the highest aggregate of marks, provided he has secured an 
Honours certificate, and silver medals will be awarded to the students 
who obtain the highest makers in (i) Forestdy, (ii) Botany, (hi) Survey- 
ing, (iv) Engine enng, resiiecthely. 

All medals and prizes, whether given by the Government of by other 
donors, will be awarded by the President, who is at liberty to exercise bis 
discretion in \vitbbolding any medal or other prize ofTered for competition 
should the attainments of the students in his opinion not justify any 
award. 

20. Failure to obtain a cerbificate . — Should any student bo unable 
to appear at the Final Examinations, he will not bo permitted to attend 
any siibsequent Final Examination unless allowed by tho President to 
follow the second year’s cour.«e over again. 

The Inspector-General of Forests may relax this rule should he deem 
ill necessary to do so. 

SECTION IV. 

Genebai. Btobs. 

21. Ability to meet expenses . — Prior to the admission of private or 
Government probationary student who has not been granted a stipend, 
or who is in rei/^ipt of a stipend insuiScient to meet the expenses, the 
parents or guardians concerned must satisfy the President that’ they are 

willing and able to defray the whole or the balance of all such exjienses. 

22. The Durbars of Indian Slates deputing cludents to Debra Dun 
shall, prior to the admission of their nominees into the College, depoat 
with the President the sum of Es.‘2,400 for each student to meet expenses 
(exclnsive of iravelling) for two years.

23- GattUon money. — ^All student*? . oxeopt those already in Govern- 
ment service, shall, on their arrival at Dehra Dun, deposit in the post 
office, pledged to the President the sum of Ps. ]00 ns caution money and 
seemity for good behaviour and conduct, and for duo observance of the 
rules. 

24. Employment of private students. — The President -will maintain 
a register of the names of private students who succeed in obtaining cer- 
tificates and who desire to obtain Porest appointments, and will circulate 
annually a list of such passed students to Durbars of Indian States 
(through the Political Officers concerned) and to Gonservatois and other 
persons likely to Le in need of the service of trained Forest oQicials : he 
will, if possible, note in the list the minimum pay each student is pre- 
pared to accept and in wliat parts of India ho is prapaved to porve. In 
forwarding applications for aer%iuo the President will enclose a statement 
as ho may bo in a posilioii to supply. 

No private student has any cloim to an appointment in Government 
service, ' ' 

26. Marriage o/ siurlcnfs. — ^No student of Knropean or Durasian 
extraction, not .ahendy in the permanent employment of Govoinmont or 
of an Indian State, shall be admitted to the Provincial Service course if 
he is married ; nor shall any such student, whether in the permanent 
employment of Government or of an Didinn State or not, marry before lie 
has finally quitted the Institute. A broach of this rule will render the 
student liable to disiiiissal. 

26. Cost of equipment . — ^Books and camp outfit must all be paid 
for in casli. All necessary articles must ho obtained from the Institute 
contra.ctors or as the President may direct. It is estimated that an ini- 
tial expenditure of 31[s. 350 in the c.ase of Indians and Rs. 200 in the case 
of Europeans and other students will be required, and students are ex- 
pected to bring this sum with theni to Dehra in addition to tho r;antion 
money prescribed in rule 23. 

The President may anthoripe an advance not exceeding Its. "JOO to 
any student towards the eo.sl of his eqiji]mienfc. The advance will bn re- 
covered in not more than six monthly instnlments and tho caution money 
dejjosited under rule 23 will be security for it. This advance will, how- 
ever, ho made in exceptional cases only. , 

27. Travelling allotoanec of Government prohalionary students . — 
Such students will be granted actual expenses on torn* ns passed by tho 
President, including single second class faro by rail or Blcamer for tho 
student, fare of one. se-rvnnt and freight of a bicycle, where necessary. 

28. Cancelled. ^ 

^ 29, Quarters , — ^nio President will allol quartons to tho studouts oii 

tlieir arrival in Dehra Dun, The quarters are tonablo during tho whole 
period of the students’ course, and the rent is Bs. 6 monthly or Bs. 60 
per annum for each student. 

All students must abide by such orders ns the President, or other 
such officer aut3\oriscd by him, may issue from time to time for Iho 
purpose of enforcing discipline and ensuring oIonnliTiess and sanitation. 

, Tho dining room in the moss-house is reserved for siudents mossing 
in European .style ; such students will hot be allo^od to (ake thoir meals 
in their own quarters without spcoinl permisaion, 
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No are nllowccl id quarter^, nor may dogs, horses or firearms 
be brought inside the Institute grounds or taken on tour. 

Breakages of furniture, etc., in the Institute buildings must he paid 
for Ijy the students, who are also responsible for the acts of their serrants. 

30. Dress. — ^AII students attending the Provincial Service course 
are expected to dress in European fashion. 

31. Camp equipment. — As camp equipment each student re- 
quires ; — 

(1) A smaU tent, not larger than 10 feet by 8 feet. 

(2) A camp bed. 

(3) A small camp table. 

(4) A camp chair or “ morab." 

These articles can generally bo obtained at low price on appli- 
cation to the President, provided two months’ notice is given. 

32. Books and inslrumcnis. — ^The books and instruments re- 
quired by each student will be fixed by the President from time to 
time. Save with the previous permission of the President, these articles 
must be purchased from the Eesearcli Institute on cash payment. 

33. Leave. — ^During the course of instruction 'no student may 
leave Dehra Dun without the written order of the President. Nor 
may students "while in camp leave the camp headquarters without the 
written order of the officer in charge. 

34. Holidays. — ^During the rains term Saturday will usually be 
observed as a holiday or dcAmted to excursion. In camp it will ordinarily 
be a half holiday. Such of the usual gazetted holidays as are allowed 
will be notified as such from time to time. 

35. JRenioval for incapacity or othch reasons. — It is left to the 
discretion of the President to remove any student for incapacity or lack 
of due diligence or application or who, for any other cause, appears un- 
likely to secure qualifying marks at the end of the course. 

80. Indebtedness .—Sin^Gais are not permitted to incur debt. 
Complaints imder this head will bo investigated by the President, and, 
if proved to be well-founded, Avill render the offenders liable to punish- 
ment. , 

37. Punishment. — The following punishments may be inflicted 
hj' the President and at Ins discretion may be endorsed on the offender’s 
final certificate'! : — 

Censure, deduction of conduct marks, removal or dismissal. 

If any student other -than a private student is dismissed., the 
President will telegraph to the authoritj" who deputed him to> the 
Institute, asking for orders for communication to the student concerned.

38. Periodic reports. — Quarterly reports on the work and con- 

duct of each student, accompanied' by marks obtained by the stiident 
at examinations held during the past quarter, will bo issued by the 
President. In tlie case of students other than private students 'these 
reports -will bo sent to the 'authorities who deputed them to the 
Institute. Tn the ease of private students thej" will be sent tg

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39. ^Library and Museums . — ^The Institoie library, museums 
and herbaria are available for the use of students under suesh rules 
as the President may make from time to time. 

40. Arboretum . — ^Tbo grounds of the official residence of the 
President, which contain a large variety of correctly named plants, 
are open to students for purposes of study with the permission of 
the President. No specimens may bo removed without his sanction. 

, 41. Drill . — All students who aro not members of the Indian 
Defence Force will undergo a rour.se of drill or physcial training.

SECTION I. 

Constitution. 

1. The College is under the administrative control of the Tuspcclor 
•General of Foro.sts. 

2. The superior staff of the College consists of — 

(1) The President ; 

(2) The Instructors and Assistant InsttuctorB. 

3. The President is oharged with (1) general administintion, 
including the regulation of the course of study under tho arrangements 
prescribed, subject to the sanction of Ibc (lovermnont of India; (2) llio 
Buperrision of ihe buildings, quarters and gardens ; (3) the control of the 
occounl.s and tho conduct of roiTeBpoudcnce.

4. Thn ranger.'!' ennrse is designed ])riinarily with tho object of 

supplying men qualified to fill the peats of rangers and deputy rangers

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SECTION n. 


(A) Abmisstoit EuIiBs. 


5. Allotment of studentships. — ^The total number of Btudents 
of each category v;ho can be admitted into the College each year will be 
limited to such number as the President, subject to the orders of the In- 
spector-General of Poresis and the Government of India, may decide, 
from time to time, can be educated at the College. The number of 
studentships to be allotted eatdi year to the respective provinces wiU. 
with due regard to the total prescribed, be deeided by the President, after 
consultation with the various administrations as to their requirements, 
and will be communicated to them not later than the 15th August, 

6. In allotting nominations to Local Governments, Colonies or 
Indian States, the President will allow a margin for possible casual- 
ties between the dales of nomination and of actually entoiing the College. 
And when a Local Government, Colony or Indian State cannot for nuy 
reason ulilize the full number of studentships allotted, it should m- 
inediately inform tho President so that the vacancies may be filled up willi 
other candidates in time to permit of the prescribed preliminary ti-aining 
being undergone. 

7. Categories of students and candidates. — ^I’here are four c,tte- 
gories of students : —

(2) Government probationary students, stipendiary or noii- 

stipendiary ; 

(3) Students dtputed by Indian States, British Colonies, etc. 

(4) Students already in Government service. 

Private students comprise all those students who are witliont 
aijpointmcnts in any Porest Service who have not enfered into an agi’ee- 
meut to serve any Government or Administration, and wlmse object it is. 
by becoming possessors of the Porest College certificates, to obtain 
employment either in the Porest Service of the Government of India or 
in that of an Indian State or of some other owner of forest property. 

Governmenr probationary students comprise those who have been 
selected by any Government for on appointment in its Porest Service.

11. Siiponch or scholarships . — ^It is left to Ducal Governments to 
award stipends or scholarships in such mauuer as they please, provided 
that the total for the 2i months’ course does not exceed 1,200 rupees, i.o., 
does not exceed an average rate of Bs. 50 per mensom. In the event 
of scholarships being awarded, the general method of assigning such will 
be —

^ 16. Allowances. — Government probationaiy students, while under 
training in the forests of the provinces from which their names have been 
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Bcut Up, ^^■iU receive travelling allb'S^ancc at the rate of Hs. 25 per menBeiu 
io enable them to defray their travelling expenses during the course o£ 
practical training referred to in rule 33 above. This allowance will be 
met from the budget grants of the local 3?orest departments, and will be 
23 aid only under the countersignature ol the Conservator of the circle 
concerned.

16. Candidates in Government service who may bo deputed to the 
Forest College will be ordinarily — 

(а) Forest langers who have not iireviously obtained the Higher 

Standard certiheate of the College and who desire to qualify 
themBclves for further promotion in their own or to a higher 
class. 

Such officers may be deputed by XiOcal Governments, provided that 
tboy are cerlidod by the Conservator under whom they are senung to 
pussiCba a knowledge of JOInghsh and general education and ability suffi- 
cient to enable them to profit by tho course. They must not bo above 
30 3-ears of age on entemig tho College, and need not go through the 
practical tiaining lefcrred to in rule 13. While at tho College they will 
draw the pay ot their grade and the travelling allowances to which tiioy 
may be entitled under tho Civil Service Begulations.

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20. Gcrtifioaies . — Tliere are three certificates granted at the College 
after the complefion of two years’ training ; — 

(i) Honours . — Kfty per cent, of mark's given for each subject 

and 75 per cent, of the total number of marks. 

(ii) Higher Standard . — ^Pass marks in major subjects and 60 per 

cent, of the total number of marks. 

_(iii) Lower Standard . — Pass marks in major subjects and 45 per 
cent, of the total number of marks. 

The major subjects are Forestry, Botany, Surveying and Engineer- 
ing. Pass marks are (a) for the Higher Standard certificate, 60 per cent, 
of the marks giv'^n in each major subject, and (b) for the Lower Standard 
certificate, 50 per cent, of the marks given in Forestry and 40 per cent, 
in each of the other major subjects. 

The President has authority to exercise his discretiou as regards the 
issue of certificales in doubtful cases. 

21. Prizes . — gold medal will be awarded annually to the student 
who obtains the highest aggregate of marks, provided he has secured an 
Honours certificalo, and silver medals will be awarded to the students 
who obtain the l.ighest marks in (i) Fore 8 tr 3 ’, («) Botany, and (iii) Engi- 
neering, respecKvely. 


SECTION m. 

GENERAIi EXITjES. 

22. Ability to meet training expense .^. — ^Prior to the admission of a 
private or Government probationary student in receipt of a stipend of less 
amount than indicated in rule 14, his pamnts or guardians must satisfy 
the President that they are willing and able to defray the training 
expenses of the students. 

23. The Durbars of Indian States deputing students to Debra Dun, 
prior to the admission of their nominees into the College, deposit with 
the President the sum of Bs. 1,200 for each Indian student and Bs. 1,'440 
for each European student to meet expenses for 2 years as estimated in 
rule 31. 

24. Caution money . — ^All students of whatever category, except 

those in Government service, will, on their arrival at Debra Dim, deposit 
in the post office, pledged to the President, -the sum of 'Bs. 100 as caution 
money and seerrity for good hehawour and conduct, and for due obser- 
vance of the rules. ' • 

25. Employment of private students . — ^The President will main- 
tain a register of the names of private students uho succeed in oblaniing 
certificates and who desire to obtain Forest appointments, and will cir- 
culate annually a list of such passed students to Durbars of Indian States 
(through the Political Officers concerned) and to Conservators and other 
persons likety to be in need of the services of trained Forest officials ; Jie 
will, if possible, note in the list the minimum paj' each student is pre- 
pared to accept and in what parts of India he is prepared to serve. In 
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forwarding aj^^icatidns for seiwice the President will enclose a statement 
of College cer^cates obtained and will furnish such other useful informa- 
tion as ho may he in a position to supply. 

No private student has any claim to an appointment in Government 
service. _ 

26. Marriage of students. — ^No student of European or Eurasian 
extraction, not already in the permanent employment of Government or 
of an Indian State, shall bo admitted into the Eorcst College if he is 
married ; nor shall any such student, whether in the permanent employ- 
ment of Government or of an Indian State or not, marry before he has 
finally quitted' the College. A breach of this rule v/ill render the student 
liable to dismissal. 

< 27, / Prices. — All medals and prizes, whether given by Government 
or other, donors, will be awarded by the Pre.<3ident who is at liberty to 
exercise his discretion in w'ithholding any medal or other prize oilered 
for competition should the attainments of the students in his opinion not 
justify any award 

Note. — ^N o student wlio 1ms been p.'watdcd a special priro for any subject will bo 
awarded a medal for tbc same subject.

, . 28. Failure to obtain a certificate. — Should any student he unable 
to appear at the Einal Examinations, or having appeared fail to obtain 
a certificate, he nill not be permitted to appear at any subsequent Final 
Examination unless he be permitted by tlie President to follow a second 
time the whole course of instruction at the College or, at the discretion 
of the President, the second year’s course. 

Should he have obtained a certificate, ho will not be jierraitted again 
to follow the course or present himself for examination with a view to 
obtaining a higher certificate. 

The Inspector-General of Fore.sts may relax this rule should he deem 
it necessary to do so, 

29. Cost of equipment. — ^Uniform, books and camp outfit must all 
be paid for in cash. All necessary articles must be obtained from the 
College contractors or as tlie President may direct. It is estimated that 
an initial expenditure of Ps. 1.50 in the case of Indian and Rs. 200 in Ihe 
ease of European and other students will be required, and students aio 
expected lo bring this sum with them to Delira in addition to the cautiort 
monej' prescribed in rule 24;. 

The President may authorize an advance not exceeding Ps. 100 to 
any student towards the cost of his equipment. The advance will be 
recovered in not more than six monthly instalments and" the caution 
money deposited under rule 24 will bo security for it. This advance will, 
however,- be mide in exceptional cases only. 

30. Travelling allowance of Government prohaiionafy‘ Students . — 
Such students wSl not ordinarily he entitled to travelling allowance, 
being expected to defray their expenses when on tour ; but it is left to ' 

Governments to sanction the payment of actual -expenses' -fnr 
journeys by rail or steamer,

32. Stipends . — It must be clearly understood that there is no 
guarantee that a stipend will cover the whole cost of living, etc., at the 
College. It is rather in the nature of a scholarship to assist the student 
during his training. 

33. Quarters . — ^The President may allot to students, on their 
arrival in Dehra, sudi quarters as may he available in the College build- 
ings. The quarters arc tenable during the whole period of the students’ 
course and the rent is Ps. 2-8-0 monthly for each student, or Es. 5 for 
each room, or as may be fixed by the President. 

IA.11 students are exjieoted to abide by such orders as the President 
or other officer authorized by him may issue from time to time for the 
purpose of insuring cleanliness and sanitation. 

ITo student is allowed to bo absent from his quarters after 10 p.m. 
without the permission in writing of the President or other officer author- 
ized by him, and any student found absent after that hour uall be liable 
to punishment, which may amount to dismissal. 

Por students living in the College buildings separate cook-rooms are 
provided for the various religions and castes, and these rooms ■mil be 
allotted from time to time by the President. Christian students must use 
the dining hall for meals, and, ■mthout special permission, will not be 
allowed to take their meals in their own quarters. 

No dogs are allowed in quarters, nor may dogs, horses or firearms be 
brought inside the College grounds or taken on tour without the permis- 
sion of the Pre-r dent. 

Break's ges of furniture, etc., in the College buildings must be paid 
for by the students, -who are responsible for the acts of their servants. 

Such subsidiary regulations as may be necessary will be made by 
the President from time to -timo and posted on the Notice Boards. 

34. Uniforms . — -lAll students must veear the College uniform, which 
consists of a suit of Ichaki drill or serge with wliite metal buttons, a grey 
turban of prescribed pattern, and bro-mi or black leather boots, unless 
they are, volunteers. 

’ Uniform must always be worn inside the College building, and in ' 
^He grounds up to 3-30 p.m. 
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36. Uniform and camp equipment. — The volunteet uniferm must) 
be obtained through the corps staS, that of other students fiom the 'uni- 
form contractor or through such other agency as the President may direct. 
As camp equipment each student requires— 

(1) . a small tent, not larger than 10 feet by 9 feet ; 

(2) a camp bed ; 

(3) a small camp table ; 

(4) a camp chair or “ morah." 

These articles can generally be obtained at a low price on applica- 
tion to the President, provided he receives two months’ notice. 

36. Boohs and instTuments. — The books and instruments required 
by each student will be indicated by the President from time to time. 
The articles must be purchased from the College if in stock, except with 
the special pcriniesion of the President. No article will, however, be 
issued from stock except (a) on the order of the President or (b) on cash 
payment. 

Copies of the Forest Acts and Forest Code, as also surveyiug instru- 
monts, are issued on loan, if available, and students using them will be 
responsible for their safe custody and return. 

37. Leave. — ^During the course of instruction no student may leave 
Dehra without the written order of the President. Nor may students 
while in camp leave the camp headquarters without the written order of 
the officer in charge. Subsi^ary rules regarding leave will be made by 
the President from time to time. 

38. HoUdayc. — During the rains term Saturday will usually be 
observed as a holiday or devoted to excursions. In camp it will ordinarily 
be a half holiday Such of the usual gazetted holidays as are allowed 
will be notified as such from time to time. 

, 39. Removal for incapacity or other reasons. — It is left to the 

discrolion of the President to remove any student for incapacity or lack 
of duo diligence or application or who, for any other cause, appears 
unlikely to secure qualifying marks at the end of the course. 

40. Indebtedness. — Students are not permitted to incur debt. Any 
complaint under this head will bo investigated by the President and, if 
proved to be well-founded, the student will be liable to severe punidi- 
ment. 

41. Punishtnejit. — ^The following punishments may be inflicted by 
the President and at his discretion may bo endorsed on. the offender’s final 
certificate. 

Censure, deduction of conduct marks, removal or dismissal. 

If any student other than a private student is dismissed, the Presi- 
dent will telegraph to the authority who deputed him to the College 
neVing for orders for communication to the students concerned. In the 
case of a private student intimation of dismissal will be sent to (he parent 
or guardian concerned. 

43. Periodic reports. — Quarterly reports on the work and conduct of 
each student, accompanied by the marks obtained by the student at 
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examinations held during the past quarter, will be issued by the Presi- 
dent. In the case of students other than pjivale students these reports 
will be sent to the authorities who deputed them to the College. ^ In the 
case of private students they will be sent to the parent or guardian con- 
cerned. 

43. Library and Museums. — ^The libiAiy, museums and herbaria 
are available for the use of students under sudh rules as the President may 
make from time to time.

44. Arboretum . — ^The grounds of official residence of the President, 
which contain a large variety of correctly nanaed plants, are open to 
students for purposes of study with the permiasion of the President. ' No 
specimens may be removed without his sanction. 

45. Athlelic sports and games . — ^The gymnasium and one or more 

of the tennis courts will generally be available during recreation hours 
for the use of students under such rules aS may be laid down by the 
President. Cricket, hockey and football juay 'be played on' the old 
parade ground. Students are recommended to join the College Athletic 
Club, the subscriptions to wliich will be fixed under orders of the Presi- 
dent, who is also President of the Club. . .

o. 0. no. 1245.C, I am directed to infonn you that the Governor in Council 'has 
JuM 1021^ considered the recommendations of a small committee containing civil and 
miiUtaiy representatives, -whicli -was convened to suggest -what restric- 
tions should be imposed on tiger shooting in reserved forests with a view 
to prevent the extermination of tigers in the near future. 

2. The Tollowing proposals have been approved by the Govern- 
ment : — 

(1) Nobody (whether an ordinary permit-holder, annual permit- 

holder or exempted person) shall shoot more than four 
tigers annually in reserved forests. ■ 

The year to begin on 15th October and to close on the follow- 
ing 31st May, after which tiger shooting shall cease. 

(2) Divisional Forest Officers shall refuse permits to shoot tigers 

to persons who make a practice of shooting tigers just 
outside forest boundaries. 

(3) No person shall sit up for tiger longer than 45 minutes after 

sunset or earlier than half an hour before sunrise. 

t4) No person when atting up shall use slugs, buckshot or any 
form of artificial light. 

N.B . — ^Tho above roles do not apply to man-eaters. 

(5) Cubs or tigresses with cubs shall not be sliot. Tigers under 
8 Icet and tigresses under 7 feet shall be considered 
cubs. 

8. The decision to close tiger shooting after Slst May is based on 
the fact that after that time in a normal year all the tigers collect near 
the few remaining drinking places and are at the mercy of the sportsman. 
The use of electric lights, slugs, etc., at night and the practice of sitting 
up after dark are prohibited because a tiger, if hit under such conditions, 
usually gets away wounded. The reason for sparing a tigress with cubs 
is that the cubs, if deprived of their mother, vfill die. 

4. I am to ask that you will issue the necessary orders to all Divi- 
sional Forest Officers and vrill make the necessary amendments and 
additions to the shooting permits. Copies of those' new rules and of 
paragraph 3 shjuld be sent to all exempted officers and a copy should 
also be attached to each shooting permit that is issued. The Govern- 
ment trust that Eportsmon will co-operate loyally in carrying out these 
rules. 

Note. — Theso rnlos tio not override the existing rnlo that shooting is allowed within 
a reserved forest for the purpose of dcstroyiaS carnivora in the immediate neighhonrhood of 
hahitatione and. cattlo atationa.

No. 672/XIV— ‘12. — ^Iii siiperaossion o£ all previous orders and in 
exercise of the powers conferred under sections 41, 42 and 61 of the 
Indian Eorest Act, 1878 (VII of 3878), as amended by the Porest Act, 
3890 (V of 1890), the Lieutenant-Grovernor of the United Provinces of 
.Af{ra and Oudh is ^pleased to make the following rules to regulate the 
transit of timber and other forest produce : — 

Undbb section 41. 

1. — Transport by land. 

I. — The Conservator of Forests m.'vy establish ddpdts for the exami- 
nation of limber and other forest produce in transit, and for the collec- 
tion of dues on such timber or produce. 

H. — ^TIio name and situation of each ddpdt and the route on which it 
is situated shall be notified in the towns and villages in the neighbour- 
hood of such depdt. 

in. — ^No timber or other forest produce shall bo moved on any route 
on which a ddpdt has been established, unless covered by a pass issued by 
the P’erest Officer or by the owner of the forest, ns the case may bo. Such 
pass shall be written In English, Hindi or Urdu and in such form ns may 
be proscribed by the Divisional Forest Officer, and shall specify the kind 
and Quantity of timber or other forest produce, the marks it bears (if any) 
and tbe_ place it came from, and shall bo Icgib'ly signed or stamped by the 
Forest Officer, or, when such timber or produce comes from a private 
forest, by the owner of such forest. 

All passes issued by the owner of the forest shall be exclianged for a, 
pass issued by the Forest Officer at the first d4p6t to which the timber or 
other forest produce covered by the pass is brought. 

• For the issue of a pass by a Forest Officer a fee calculated at a rate ' 
not exceeding two annas for each cart load of timber or other forest 
produce covered by tlie pass may be levied at Bt7ch place as the Conservator 
of Forests may direct. 

IV, — ^The, moving of any timber or other forest produce through or 
out of any reserved or protected forest, except by routes on which depots 
have been established under rule 2, is prohibited. 

V, — ^Within the limits of their respective charges the Conservators, 
of Forests, the Collector of Bijnor, the Deputy Oomraissionera of the 

- Naini Tal, Almora and Garhwnl districts, and when in charge of divisionsi" 
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beputj' Conservators and Assistant Conservators and 33xtra Assistant 
Conservator, may exempt the inhabitants of any locality or any class of 
timber or other forest produce from the operation of rules 3 and 4, 

VI. — ^Every lessee of a Government forest or other purchaser of 
Government timber may be required by the Divisional Forest Officer to 
mark his timber with a special mark side by side with the departmental 
property mark and side by side with the departmental sale mark. 

VIZ. — ^All such marlcs shall be registered at the office of the Forest 
division from which the timber is to be exported. The registration shall 
hold good to the 30th September next following. No person shall be 
allowed to register a mark already registered in favour of another person, 
nor any mark used by the Government. 

Vin. — ^The Forest Officer may refuse to register any mark which, in 
Lis judgment, so closely resembles a mark used by the Government or 
already registered in favour of anj' person as to be easily altered into such 
miyrk. 

IX. — A fee of one rupee shall be pa3'able for each registration . and a 
certificate showing the mark registered, and the period for which it holds 
good, and acknowledging the payment of the fee, shall be given to every 
person registering his mark. 

JI. — Transport hy river. 

X. — No person having launched his timber or set it afloat on, any 
river shall collect the same except — 

(a) with the permission, in writing, of the IToreBt Officer in charge 
of the forest division to ■wliich the control o’f the river 
pertains ; 

(&) at places which such officer shall notify as catching dcp6ts. 

XI. — ^No person shall raft or otherwise convey any timber on any 
river without first obtaining a pass from the Forest Officer in charge of the 
Forest division in which the river is situated or from such subordinate 
officer as the officer in charge of the Forest division may authorize on that 
behalf. Such pass shall show the number of logs or pieces, the kind of 
timber, the marks indicative of the owners’ property therein, the place of 
its destination and the time for which it shall remain in force. It may 
specify that the timber may be stopped at certain places to be named in 
the pass. 

XU. — ^No pass shall be issued for any unmarked timber or for such' 
timber as bears a mark not registered as hereinafter provided. 

Xm. — Any Forest or Police Officer may require any person rafting 
or conveying timber, as aforesaid, to produce the pass for the same any 
time. No person shall be entitled to raft or convey timber by virtue of a. 
pass which he does not himself hold, but which is or is stated to be in the 
hands of some other person. In the event of the pass not being produced 
the Forest Officer may detain the timber. A Police Officer findiug timber 
in transit not covered by a pass may detain it, reporting the case to the 
Divisional Forest Officer. 

XIV . — For issue of the pass, a fee ,not exceeding one anna for each ' 
log or piece of timber may be levied on such river, and at such places'as 
the Conservator of Forests may from time to time direct.

The following rules have been prescribed ,witla regard to tho collection 
and disposal of drift and stranded wood and timber in tlie areas specified 
below : — 

(1) The j^holo of Jaunsar-Bawar pargana. ^ 

(2) The Jumna and its tributaries in British territory within the 

limits of tlm Meerut civil division including an ar^ within a 
direct distance of five miles from cither' bank of the main 
■ stream of the Jumna, taking that stream at its cold season 
level. 
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(3) The Ganges and its tributaries in British territory above Garh- 

muktesar in the Meerut district, including an area -within 
a direct distance of five miles from either bank of the main 
stream of the Ganges river, talcing that stream at its cold 
season level. 

(4) The Eamganga and its tributaties in British territory above the 

road from Xagina to Afzalgarh, including an area within a 
direct distance of five miles from cither bank of the main 
stream of the Eamganga river, talcing that stream at its cold 
season level. 

(5) The Sarda (Kali) and its tributaries in British territory above 

the Eailway bridge at Bahramghat, including an area 
■within a direct distance of five miles from either bank of the 
main stream of the Sarda (Kali), talcing this stream at its 
cold season level. 

Kotc. — As regards the Snnla this notification applies only to coniferous timber. 

l. — ^No person, unless specially authorized in writing by the Forest 
Officer to -whom the control of the liver pertains, may salve or collect 
wood or timber of any description, other than unmarked unfashioned 
pieces not exceeding six feet in length, and two feet in girth, within the 
areas above notified. 

H. — ^The Forest Officer may grant permission in writing to the owner 
or o-wners of all timber bearing marks registered under section 41 of the 
Forest Act, VH of 1878, whi^ owing to floods or other aanses is adrift 
or stranded, to salve and collect such limber, or may collect it himself, 
or contract with a third party to salve and collect the same at cerlain 
places at rates to be agreed upon Iict-ween tliat party and the Forest 
Officer. Such timber thus collected by the Forest Officers or by a penson 
authorized by him under these rules shall be handed over to the owner or 
owners on payment by them of such dues as may be fixed from time to 
time by the Forest Officer. 

m. — ^Timber bearing marks which have not been registered under 
section 41 of the Forest Act, or on which the marks have been obliterated, 
altered or defaced by fire or otherwise, and fashioned timber bearing no 
marks, may be salved collected by the Forest Officer or by a person 
authorized in -writing by him. No such timber shall be delivered to any 
claimant who \Tnder section 47 of the Indian Forest Act has been 
recognized to be the owner until under section SO of the said Act, he has ^ 
paid to the Forest Officer a sum not exceeding 25 per cent, of its value as 
adjudged by that officer, together -with such other expenses as may have 
been incurred in salving the said timber. Should the recognized owner 
fail to make these payments within ten days of his recei-riing intimation 
from the Forest Officer of the amount due, the property salved shall be 
dealt -with (under section 48 of the Act) as unclaimed timber. All timber 
salved under these rules which may become vested in the Government 
under section 48 of tho Act may be disposed of to the best advantage 
after two months from the expiry of the period fixed for the disposal of 
claims under section 46 of tho said Act. 

IV. — All unfashioned wood or timber bearing no marks may be sold 
at any time by the Forest Officer where it lies stranded when in his 
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dpinion. it is not sufficiently valuable to be brought to a d<^pdt or tbo right 
to collect and dispose of such ‘timber may be leased by him. 

V , — ^AIl 'R'ood or timber when sold by the iPorest department under 
these nilcB shall bo marked with the departmental sale ,mark, and when 
relinquished under rule IH with a suitable distinguishing mark, and for 
the removal of any wood or timber from the area above notified a printed 
and numbered pass must be obtained from sucli officials as may be 
appointed by the Divisional Forest Officer on which shall be entered the 
number of pieces and the Idnds of wood and timber and the amount 
realized from the purchaser or claimant, over the signature of the official 
appointed to this duty. 

YI. — ^Any person who shall infringe any of the provisions of these 
rules shall be punished with imprisonment which may extend to six 
months, or with fine which may extend to five hundred rupees, or with 
both.

E0I1ES POH TRANSPOBT OP TIMBER BX RIVER IN THE KUMADN 

Civni Division. 

No. 503/XIV — 42 . — ^In exercise of the powers conferred by section 4 
and 42 of the Indian Eorest Act, 1878, the Lieutenant-Governor of the 
United Provinces of Agra and Oudh is pleased to make the following rules 
to regulate the transport of timber by river in the Kumaun Civil 
Division : — 

'Rules. 

1. These rules shall apply only to persons rafting or otherwise 
conveying timber on any river under a pass issued in sccordscce Tvitb 
rule XI of G. 0. no. 672/XIV — 42, dated the 30th September, 1916. 

2. The owner of any timber who desires to transport it by river, 
or his agent or servant, may, upon giving 10 days’ notice in writing 
(through the Divisional Forest Officer or officer in charge of the Forest 
Eange in which the timber is to be transported), demand that any wire, 
bundh or other obstruction made for any pu^ose in the bed of the river, 
be either opened sufficiently to allow the timber to pass through or be 
entirely removed, for a period not exceeding 6 days. If floating opera- 
tions exceed 6 days, the bundh must be repaired every evening to provide 
water for irrigation purposes. The total period of operations should not 
exceed 15 days at a time. 

3. If his demand is not complied with within 6 days of the expiry 
of the period of 10 days given in the notice prescribed by rule 2, the 
owner of the timber, or his agent Or servant, may himself either remove 
the obstruction or open a passage through it for his timber; and the 
owner of the obstruction shall not offer any resistance to liis so doing. 

4. Any person who offers resistance to the owner of the timber or 
his agent or servant, when removing any obstruction, or opening a 
passage through it for his timber, as provided for under rule 3, shall be 
liable to a fine which may extend to one hundred rupees. 

5. In all cases the ovraer of the timber shall be bound to pay the cost 
of removing the obstniction, and shall be bound, immediately after 
passing his timber through, to repair or reconstruct the same at his own 
expense. 

Tn the event of his failing to do so, the owner of the weir or bundh 
sliall bo at liberty to repair or reconstruct it himself and to recover the 
cost of so doing as compensation from the owner of the timber. 

6. Up to a period of 6 days no compensation sliall He payable by the ' 
owner of the timber to the owner of any mill or irrigated land by reason 
of the water channel suppilsdng his mill or land being dried up owing 
to the removal or opening of any weir or bundh. 

7. In the case'of a mill the working of which' Has been stopped for 
more than 6 days owing to the water-supply being cut off, the owner of 
the timber shall be liable to pay compensation for the whole period during 
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wlricli tb'e mill ■vvns idle a? a rafe "wEicS sHall be 10 firaes tlie rent wbicli 
would be payable by the mill-owner to Government for snob period, were 
the rent at whicK such mill is assessed distributed proportionately over 
such period. 

8. 3ii tfie case of land of wbicli tHe irrigation has been stopped for 
more than 6 days owing to the water-supply being cut off, the owner 
of the timber shall be liable to pay compensation for loss incurred. The 
amount of the loss incurred will be determined by the Deputy Commis- 
sioner after causing a local enquiry to be made, unless the parties come 
to terms privately. 

9. no case, except with the express consent of the owner, shall 
any .weir, faundh or other obstruction be kept open for a period exceeding 
two months in all in any one year. After the period of 16 days mentioned 
in rule 2 and except with consent of the owners of the bundh or web', 
no further floating operations shall be undertaken for a period of JO days, 

10. In cases where the period mentioned in ride 6 lias caused 
damage to agricultural operations. comj)ensation may be assessed by the 
Deputy Commissioner and paid by the Forest departjnent. 

11. Any claim for compen.sation against the owner of the limber 
under rules 5, 7 and 8 shall lie presented ■within C months of the claim 
accruing to the Deputy Commissioner of the distri<'t, whose der-iMon upon 
the blaim shall be flnal.

.\pra and Oudh is pleased to direct as follows : — 

I. — ^The areas within which all unmarked wood and .timber shall be 
deemed to be the property of the Government, unless and until any 
person establishes his right and title thereto shall be tho.se specified 
below : — 

(a) All reserved and protected forests in the United Provinces. 

(h) The whole of .Taunsar-Bawaa' and the Jumna and its tributaries 
in Briti.sh territory witliin the limits of the Meerut civil 
division, including an area within a, direct distance of 5 
miles from either bank of the main ^ream of the Jumna, 
taking this stream at its cold season level. 

(c) The Ganges and its tributaries in British territory above 
Garhmulrtesar in the Meerut district, including an area 
within a direct distance of five miles from either bank of the 
main stream of the Ganges river, taking that stream at its 
cold season level. 

(r7) The Eamganga and its tributaries in British teri-itory above the 
road from Nagina to Afzalgarh, including an area within a 
direct distance of five miles from either bank of the main 
stream of the Eamganga river, taldng that stream at its cold 
season level. 

(«) The Barda (Kali) and its tributaries in Britidi territory above 
the I'ailwny bridge at Bahramghat, inchiding an area within 
a direct distance of five miles from either bank of the main 
stream of the Snrda (Kali), taking this stream at its cold 
season level. 

(/) Tlie Kosi river between Someswar and Ghopra. including an 
area within a direct distance of 100 yards, measured on 
either side of midstream. 

( 7 ) An area within five miles from either bank of any tributary 
specified in danse (c) and (e) which may be nsed for floating 
puiposes, taking such tributary at its cold season level. 

Notr. — ^Ab regards the Snida this iioti&cation applies only to coniferous timber. 
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11. — ^VithiIl tho ureas specified in clauses (l») and (o) o£ rule I, 
outside reserved and protected forests, inhabitants of oil villages border- 
ing on the Ganges and JTumna or their tributaries, and all travellers shall 
be permitted to collect and take a«-ay for fuel, free of charge, headloads 
of unmarked unfashioned timber of any of the kinds specified in «:ection 
43, Act I’ll of 1878, in pieces not exceeding six feet in length and two 
feet in girth, 

HI. — Outside the areas specified in clauses (a), (b), (c), (d), (c), (/) 
and <!7) of Jiile I, all wood and timber of the kinds rcfeiTed to in section 
45, Act VIT of 1878, shall be exempt from the provisions of that section, 
excepting sol, sissu, tun, nsaina haldn, sandan and all coniferous timber 
in pieces exceeding tw'o foci in girlh and foui in length.

. Buies fov export. 

1. All iimbei*, bamboos, etc., must be z'emoved from the forest and 
from forest depots, and paraos, to the nearest permanent road before 
sundown on the 31st March, after which date, all unfelled trees, all foiled 
trees and all converted produce left in the forest will lapse to Govern- 
ment. 

2. Export will be allowed to export chanlds up to the 16th June. 

3. Eorest produce in transit between export and check choukis may 
only be conveyed along such roads as the Divisional Forest Officer may 
direct. 

4. No timber or bamboos belonging to purchasers may be stacked 
at an export or check chauki, and purchasers will be required to collect 
their produce prior to export in their own depots. Tliese d^p&ts must 
be situated on the forest side of the export chauki and should ordinarily 
he not less than J mile distance from the said chauki. 

6. Carts must be properly loaded at the purchaser’s d4p6t so that 
the limber can be measured and checked williout the rarin having <o be 
unloaded. 

Ordinarily timber of not more than two length classes may be loaded 
in one cart. The longer pieces being below and the shorter pieces above. 

Carts correctly loaded aceoi’ding lo the'se inRtruction.s shall not usually 
be unloaded for measurement either at export or check chaukis. Carts 
incorrectly loaded shall be unloaded for measurement at both export and 
chock chanlds. 

6,. Jn very special cases, usually at the end of tlie season, wlien 
sufficient scantlings of the same length classes may not be available, 
permission may be given to load timber of more than two lengths in one 
cart, but carts so loaded must be unloaded at the chaukis ' .should the' 
export and check officers so order. 

7. All forest produce in transit is liable to check at anj'’ time and 
any place. 

8. At export and check chaukis carters will be required to remove 
all impediment such as bedding, grass, blwhsa, etc., and, if necessary, 
part or whole of fihe timber, to facilitate the measurement of timber and 
the cheeking of measurements. 

' 9, Tn measuring the length of timber anything under 0" should be 
omitted, while 6" or over up to 12*^ will he counted as one foot; thus a 
scantling measuring ‘10^ will be measured as 30 feet, while, one 
measuring 10’ 7’’ will be measured as 31 feet. In the case of tin*ber 
'Giich has not been sawn sqtiare at the epds. the mphapir will measupe 
il over the greatest length. 
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10. la measuring the width, thickness or gilth' of timber, fractions 
of less than y may be omitted while any fraction of y or over will be 
counted as one inch, except — 

(1) in the case of planks up to If" ^ckness when anything under 

y will be omitted and anything over y will be counted 
aBi" 

(2) In the case of metre gauge sleepers the specified measurements 

of which are 6'x8"x4^^ when any sleeper which does 
not exceed 6*^ x x 5* will be considered to contain 
1.5 c.ft. 

11. La measuring the girth of logs, giltas, bhoitas, etc., the measure- 
ment must be taken at the middle of the log and the export muliarrir will 
mark the place of measurement with chalk, and the check muharrir will 
measure the timber at the same place. ^ 

12. BaUis, lamphas and tilus will be measured at the butt ends. 

13. Under no drcumstances may carters, camel men, purchasers, 
agents or others be allowed to reduce the dimensions of timber in any 
way at the chaukis. Having measured the timber very carefully the 
export muharrir will see that every piece of timber is clearly marked 
with the export hammer. 

Hump sum sales. 

14. In the case of lump sum sales, an export officer will periodi- 
cally measure and mark with a lump sum sale hammer and stamp with 
the number of the consolidated rawannah, the timber at the purchaser’s 
d6p&t and will keep records of all timber so marked and t^I issue a 
consolidated rawannah. Only timber marked with the sale Hammer and 
covered by the consolidated rawannah may be exported. _ The purchaser 
or his agent must issue rawannahs in triplicate, in a form approved by 
the Divisional Borest Officer for each cart separately, of whi<h’ two 
copies must be made over to the carter, one copy remaining in the raw- 
annah book as a counterfoil. Bach rawannah so issued must he neatly 
and legibly written in Englirii or Hindi, and mu^ show the species and 
the dimensions of each'piece of timber on the cart and the number of the 
consolidated rawannah covering the export. 

Note. — Bawannah books in triplicate may be purchased, if desired 
from the Divisional Borest Officer. Purchasers of these books may not 
resell them to other purchasers, nor may a book he split up for use on two 
lines of export.^ 'AI refund of the full sale price will be made on all 
unused hooks reamed at the end of the export season. 

15. Contractors of minor produce will be required to issue ran- 
annahs in the prescribed form for all produce exported. 

MONOPOIit SALES. 

26. Each purchaser of a monopoly coupe must' keep an agent 
permanently at the export chauld through which he intends to export 
his timber or bamboos. 

17. No rawannah will be issued by, the export muharru’ unless the 
purchaser’s agent is present lo check the mea.snrements of the timber, the 
counting of bamboos, the marking of the Timber, and the calculations of 
the royalty due, and to sign the rawannah. 
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\ 18. PawanDftlis ’tvill be issued for each” eart separately, and in the 
case of camels, for each haldi of camels. The rawannahs will be issued 
in triplicate and two copies will be given to each carter, or camel man, 
who .will band them in at the check chanki for check, and if necessary 
correction, and who will receive one copy back from the check muharrir 
after chedc, 

!I9. If the purchaser's agent allows more timber to be entered in 
a jrawannah than is actually contained on a cart, no refund of the excess 
royalty so charged will be made. If. in the opinion of the purchaser’s 
agent, the oxpoi't muhairir lias not measured a consignment of timber 
fairly, be should refuse to sign the rawannah, and should hodd back the 
consignment until it has been inspected by the Bange Olheer. 

20. At the time that the rawannah is issued, each piece of timber 
on a cart must be marked with the export hammer. The purchaser's 
agejit must .cee that this is done, and a fee of four aniMS will be levied 
from the contractors for each piece of unmarked timber found at the 
check chaukis. 

91. In the event of a nureha'ser widiing to export his produce by 
Wo different, routes, the export muharrir will keep two rawannah' Kooks 
tone for each routcl, and the purchaser will be required to declare, af the 
time each consignment is measured, the route by which it will be ex- 
ported, and in this case the purchaser wiil be required to credit his 
advance royalty for each route separaJtely. 

, 23. In the event of more pieces of timber being found in a consign- 

ment, i.e., on a eart or with' a batch of camels, than are sHown on tKe 
rawannah, the whole consignment will be stopped at the cKeck cb'auki, 
pending the orders of the Divisional Officer. 

23. In the event of a carter or camel driver lo.sing His original 
rawannalis, duplicates will he issued by the export muharrir ori payment 
in advance of lie. 1 as fee. 

24. Carts will not be allou'cd to leave export rhankis unless there 
is sufficient time for them to aiTive at the corresponding check ch'aulri 
before sundown. !No limber will l>e passed through’ the clieck chauki 
beftween sunset and .sunrise, .and carters arriving after sunset must hand 
in their rawannalis to the cheek muharrir on their arrival ; the latter 
will examine the carls and sati.sfy himself that there is no timber or otlier 
produce on the carts which is not covered by the rawannah. 

23, A^dvanec royally must be paid into a treasury, and no? to the 
export muharrir or ivanger. The clialan, or other form of treasury 
receipt, will be handed over to the export muharrir, who will give a 
receipt for ft, an'd will add tlic amount to the balance already standing 
to the credit of the purchaser and then forward it to the Dnnge Officer at 
once for entry in the accounts. 

GBNIiBAIi. 

26. On no consideration w'hntever may money, valuables or other 
ptoperty he deposited witli "Rango Officer, forest guards, muharrirs or 
other Government servants for safe kecjiing, and the Divisional Officer 
will not undertake to make any enquir}' into alleged loss or theft from 
a forest chaulri. 
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27. In no case will tlie security deposited by purcliasers be adjusied 
in the last rawannah or rawannahs. 

28. The ^ving of any gratification to a check inubarrir or other 
forest subordinate is strictly prohibited, and any such case coming to light 
.will be severely dealt with. 

. 29. Any case of an export or check muharrir demanding or accept- 

ing toll from carters should be immediately rejjorted to the Divisional 
Forest Officer. 

EUIiES FOH FBIiTNG. 

1. Purchasers of standing trees may fell only such trees as have 
been marked with the Government hammer mark, an impress of which 
is given on each contract deed, 

2. Purchasers shall be generally considered responsible for any 
illicit felling -within the areas for which thej^ hold contracts. 

S. Careless felling resulting in damaging or knocking down stand- 
ing unmarked trees of the third class and over shall be punished by fine, 
and the conversion and export of such trees by the purchaser concerned 
shall usually be prohibited. 

Note . — ^Por the purpose of judging whether or not a purchaser is to 
be held responsible for the damage done, the axe and saw cuts will be 
inspected by the Eange Officer. If the slope is in the direction in which 
the tree should have been felled, the purchaser will usually be considered 
to have done Ms best to'^avoid the damage. If the slope of the cuts is in 
the direction in which the tree fell, and this is not considered to be tlio 
best direction, the purchaser will be held responsible. 

4. The purchaser will be held responsible that every piece of 
timber ds marked with bis registered hammer mark before it leaves the 
coupe.

196. Ill case a lodder famine is threatened it is of the greatest 
importance that prompt action be taken. If any District Officer appre- 
hends a fodder famine he must submit a preliminaTy report to the 
Commissioner not later than 1st September, giving as accurate an 
estimate as possible of the probable shortage and suggesting the most 
suitable course to be adopted to remedy it. 

197. As soon as possible after considering the District Officer’s and 
Commissioner’s repoits the Docal Q-ovemment should issne a notification 
declaring its policy in the case of a serious fodder famine. 

198. iVny one or more of the following courses may be adopted : — 

(a) The payment by the Local Government of the difference bet- 

ween the railway rates and the concession rates sanctioned 
by the Government of India for all or any of the following 
classes of 'fodder, namely, hhiisa, chari, karhi, grass and 
haj, consigned by private agency from specified railway 
stations within the United Provinces to specified railway 
statiouo w ithin the famine area. Such action will be report- 
ed 10 the Government of India. 

Note. — It it is desired to extend tlic foregoing nicaBnics In oilier lonoties of fodder 
the sanction of the dovemment of India must bo obtained. 

(b) Application to the Government of India for sanction to similar 

. payment in the case of fodder consigned from railway 

stations outside the United. Provinces. 

Note — The Lccal Government hoe power to Tvithdrj.w . the coiicessiou without 
reference to the Goveminent of India, and, if ncceBsaiy, to Teetoio it again within one 7ear 
from the date on which tho 6 'overnmcnt of Indio's sanction was originally accorded. 

(c) Special hay-making operations in the Government forests and 

the consignment of this hay for sale at fixed prices from 
depfits in the famine area. 

Noin.— It 16 realized that the price of hay cannot often be fixed high enough to 
cover expenses. 

(d) The grant of taqavi for the purchase of fodder. 

(c) The opening of the forest reserve to grazing, either free or at 
. a reduced rate. 

Korc — ''Expoiienca has shown that it is far more eiiccfivn to biing the fodder to the 
uattle than to take the cattle to the fodder and that to keep the cattle in tho' village helps 
to keep the village together. In giving effect to the above principles the course most 
generally suitable for adoption is to throw open to free grazing areas in which grazing 
IS ordinarily permitted, and to reserve the arc.iB which are ordinarily closed to grazing 
for the snpply of grass for export. It may be necessary to snppleinent the latter by reserv- 
ing portions of the former areas for grass-cutting, or it may bo possible to throw 
open portions of the latter at once, when the supply is in excess of tho demand for 
export. But the needs of local cattle being provided for, the supply of grass for export 
should be tho fiist consideration. 'When tho grass has been cut from the areas thus 
reserved, they also may be thrown open to free grazing, if neccssaiy. Browsers should 
not be admitted without payment to any areas wbi(£ contain forest growth of any 
importance, and should, in no case, bo admitted to areas ordinarily closed to grazing. 
Ho grazing should ever be allowed in ureas under plantation or regeneration nnless the 
trees arc old enough to ho sale from attack. 

(/) The establishment of cattle camps. 

199. The hay made from the grasses in the forests of these prov- 
inces is of much better quality if the grass is cut early. If the Local 
Government desires. to ^put in hand special hay operations it should, not 
later than .the 1st. of October, issue orders to the Forest department to 
cancel the grass contracts and commence hay operations. 
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200. Under the orders of the Government of TTidin. concession rates 
will not be applied to fodder consigned by Governmejnt. The carriage of 
such fodder will be paid for at the full rates sanctioned by the Government 
of India for fodder during periods of scarcity (see Appendix M-I)- 

201. If the Local Government has taken action under rule 198 and 
deems the fodder operations to be sufficiently widespread and complicated 
to justify the step, it may appoint a special officer to regulate and control 
all movements of fodder within, into and from the province. Such 
special officer .would — 

‘ (a) communicate direct ivith Commissioners and the Chief Conser- 

vator of Poresls as regards the distribution of forest hay ; 

(b) collect all the available information about the stocks of spare 
, fodder in non-affected tracts and about the extent to which 

and the period diuring which they are likely to be exported 
by private traders to the scarcity tracts. 

Further, with the consent of the Local Government, the Coramis- 
sioner or District Officer may appoint for the area of his local jurisdiction 
an official to supervise operations in the case of Government consignments 
from the despatch of the consignments by rail till their sale at a ddp6t and, 
in the case of private consignments, to safeguard the interests of Govern- 
ment and the public and to see that the concession is not being abused 
and to check the claims of the Bailway Administrations against the 
Local Government. 

> 202.'* If the Local Government decides to open the forest reserves 

the management of the reserve and the control of the cattle admitted to 
it shall be in the hands of the Forest Officers or other ofTicv.ils who 
ordinarily have charge of dt. 

203. When a fodder famine is severe a cattle camp may, with the 
previous sanction of the Local Government, be instituted in each district 
under ‘Veterinary supervision. Only selected cows and a few selected 
bulls shall be accommodated in the camps, the chief object of which is to 
preseiTe valuable breeds. The Collector may purchase the cattle admitted 
to the camp and, at the end of the famine, re-sell them. 

203A. A table of sanctioned railway rates is contained in Appendix

Jnstructions regarding reports of fodder scarcity and arrangements 
'' for concession rates. 

1. The reports aubmittecl by District Officers and Commisionors 
under rules 196 and 197 of Chapter XVI slionld, among olher matters, 
state — 

(a) whether hay from Government forests •will be needed, and 

(b) whether the importation of other classes of fodder should be 

encouraged by the grant of concession rates. 

In both cases n rough estimate should be attempted of the quantity 
required, and in the latter ease the kinds of fodder required should also be 
stated. 

2. If the District Officer or Commissioner is aware of the existence 
of surplus supplies of fodder in areas from which import by rail is easy, 
those areas .should be mentioned, but the reports should not be delayed 
for enquiry into the existence of such supplies. 

3. In the interesl.s of economy and of efficiency it is e.s.cential that 
the fodder required in any area should be obtained from the nearest avail- 
able source of supply, and that crossing of traffic and the haulage of fodder 
over unnecessary distances should be avoided. When sanctioning conces- 
sion rates for the import of fodder the Local Government should select as 
sources of supply for each famine area those areas from which fodder can 
most conveniently be imported and diould limit concession rates to traffic 
between those areas. The station.*^ from ■u'hich and to which fodder jnay 
he railed at concession rates should he specified in the order. 

4. While fodder is being imported at concession rates, the District 
Officer should maintain a careful watch on the situation, and should 
report for the withdrawal of the concession rates as soon as they can safely 
be withdrawn. 

5. Similarly as soon as the District Officer can foresee "that the 
district's demand for hay from Government forests is about to bo satisfied, 
'ihe fillet should be reported through the Commissioner to the Local 
Government, which will inform the Chief Conservator. 
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APPENDIX M-TTT. 

Instructions for Forest Officers regarding the supply of hay from the 

forests of the United Provinces in the event of a fodder famine, 

1. Introductory. — ^These rules supplement the rules dealing with 
cattle contained in Chapter XVI of the Eamine Code. 

2. Preliminary warnings of hay operations. — on the receipt of a 
preliminary report from a District Officer that a fodder famine is appre- 
hended, the Commissioner considers that hay from the Government 
forests will probabl}' be required, he will at once warn the Chief Conser- 
vator of Eorests, who will direct the Conservator concerned to be prepared 
to commence cutting grass in the most suitable Forest divisions imme- 
diately on receipt of final orders. 

3. Final orders by the Govemment. — The final orders will be issued 
by the Government to the Chief Conservator, if possible, not later 'than 
the Ist of October and the Chief Conservr/lor will then issne orders for the 
commencement of grass-cutting. 

4. Allotment of demand. — ^Thc Chief Consen^ator, in consultation 
with the Director of Agriculture or such other officer as the Government 
may appoint under rule 1, Appendix M-IV, will then decide as far as 
possible — 

(ff) how much hay will be wanted in eadi civil division ; 

(b) from which forest circles it should be supplied ; 
and will instruct the Conservators accordingly. Con«-ervators, in consulta- 
tion with District Officers, will allot the demand among Forest divisions. 

As far as posrible hay for one district should not come from more 
than one Forest division, and in any case hay for one tahsil should come 
from one division only. 

5. 'Hiatus in operations fo be avoided, — ^Vt^ien once orders to com- 
mence grass-cutting have been issued to Divisional Forest Officers the 
work must proceed continuously until the operation can be finally closed 

6. Appointment of a special officer. — Should, in the opinion of the 
Chief Conservator, the necessit}’’ arise he shall apply to the Local Govem- 
ment for the appointment of a special officer for the purposes of allotment 
and control working in consultation with himself, Commissioners, Conser- 
vators, District Officers and Divisional Forest Officers. 

_(7. Stations of 'delivery. — When the allotment lias been made, 
DisIricE Officers will inform Divisional Forest Officers from time to time of 
(1) the railway stations at .which hay is to be delivered, (2) the names 
and postal addresses of the receiving officers. 

8. Period for grass-cutting. — Cutting grass should commence not 
later than the middle of October and should ordinarily be completed by the 
middle of February. '

Li terms of G. 0. no. 3254/X — ^208, 
dated the 5th November, 1919, no dieck over credit notes need be exer- 
cised by the officer who issues them, but all overcharges and undercharges 
discovered by the Railway Audit office will be communicated to him by 
the Accountant-General and he will thereafter correspond direct with the 
Railway Audit office, if necessary.

(6) Number and date of the railway receipt. 

He will despatch daily by post to the receiving officer one copy of the 
invoices issued during the day, together w'ith the railway receipts.

2. The forest authorities will meet the Collector’s indents, so far 
as possible, reporting deficiencies immediately to the Chief Conservator, 
who .will, when possible, have them made good by some other Porest 
division.

(c/ As an adrance under the Agricnltnrisls Loajis Act of 1884 to 
individuals or to groups of cattle owners. On a loan being 
snuclioncd under ordinary rules, the equivalent amount of 
hay (ailculated at rales fixed above) may be issued to the 
borrower in lieu of an advance in cash, 

7. Eoceipts in c.ash will be credited in the treasury against the 
advance held by the Conservator and the credits intimated to him monthly 
under the certificate of the Treasury Officer. 

8. ^^^lon hay is issued by way of advance, the total value of 
advanco.s made in each month (calculated at rates fixed above) shall bo 
drawn from the grant for agricultural adxances, and rrodited ns above 
within the fir*.! ten dny‘< of the following month. Intimation of the 
credit will be sent to the Consen'ator. 

0. The officer in charge will keep a .stock book of hay received, 
entering cacJi traitfaclion at the time it fakes place. It should have 
sufficient issue columns to fhow the amounts issued as advances separafo 
from issue of other licnds. The following torm will be convenient in 
ordinary cases : — 
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10. Ecceipts will be paid into the treasury daily iwhon .there is a 
treasurj' or sub-treasury at the place of distribution, the treasury account- 
ant’s signature being obtained in the reniarks column of the stock book 
opposite the total for the day. In other cases credits will be made 
weekly, a pass book being sent to the treasmy with the chalan. 

11. The Collector will direct the submission by the officer in charge 
‘ of such returns of issues as he requires in order to prepare indents for 
additional supplies. 

^ 12. The talisildar or a qanungo under the tahsildar’s orders will be 
placed in charge of hay when received. If the demand is so great that 
additional staff is required, the Collector may appoint temporarily an 
officer of tlie standing of a naib-tahsildar or qanungo to the charge of each 
centre of issue, applying through the Commissioner for formal sanction 
to the appointment. Such temporary posts should be filled bv men of 
the stamp chosen for apxJoiutments as charge officers: or circle officers 
.(paragraph 30 of the Pamine Code' 

13. Collectors will apply to Commissioners for allotment of the 
funds required lor temporary appointments under the foregoing rule and 
for such contingent expenditure as may be necessarj'. Contingen'D expen- 
diture should ordinarily be limited to the cost of unloading trucks (where 
this is not covered by the freight) and of protecting the stock against fire 
and theft. In most cases it ivill be possible to arrange that the hay shall 
be stocked on railway land or on laud immediately adjoining the railyray, 
care being taken that it is beyond the reach of sparks from engines. The 
.«ilock must be watched continuously day and night, and fires and smoking 
prohibited in its vicinity., Where possible, a x)oUce guard , should be 
piwided for large stocks.
